The Honorable the Secretary of the Interior. 


Sir : In response to your request I have the honor to present here- 
with suggestions and plans for putting into effect the “Act appro- 
priating the receipts from the sale and disposal of public lands in 
certain States and Territories to the construction of irrigation works 
for the Eeclamation of arid lands.’’ 

This Act makes possible the carrying out of plans and projects 
which have been under consideration for several years, and will enable 
the continuation and completion of various surveys for reservoir sites 
and diversion canals by men at present engaged on the work and by 
adding to this force from time to time. 

It is now proposed to extend the surveys and examinations to each 
of the States and Territories specified in this bill, taking up the more 
important projects and bringing them to completion after full and 
careful examination. 


COMMENTS ON THE ACT 


The first section sets aside certain funds which now amount to 
several million dollars. It is not proposed to expend any considerable 
amount at present, but to permit the fund to accumulate pending a 
careful consideration of the practicability, cost of construction, bene- 
fits, and all other details. 

The second section authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to make 
these examinations and surveys and to construct irrigation works and 
artesian wells, reporting to Congress the results. As such work is 
now in hand it rests with the Secretary to formally approve the con- 
tinuation and extension of the surveys in general terms, and to spe- 
cifically pass upon plans of construction from time to time as these 
maw be completed, verified, and brought to his attention. 

Section 3 provides for the withdrawal of land, a matter which is 
already within the discretion of the Secretary,^ this section making 
such action mandatory, and providing for the disposal of land. Un- 
der this section it is assumed that the General Land Office will be 
asked to make suitable entries upon their records of the withdrawal 
of lands, and when a project is nearing completion they will be notified 
by the Secretary regarding the disposal to be made of the lands. 


Section 4 
and for giving notice! 
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cliarges. It is assiuned that after the contracts have been let the 
en^neers who have planned the work will be authorized to enforce 
a rigid inspection of the execution of the contracts, and that when 
these are satisfactorily completed the General Land Office will be 
notified as to the lands irrigable and the charges to be made, and will 
give attention to the disposal of the land under existing laws and 
their modifications. 

Section o applies largely to the matter of disposal of the land,' 
and is of interest chiefly to the General Land Ofiice. As it is probable 
that some time will elapse before any land will be inigable, the con- 
sideration of this matter may well be left for the future. The same 
remarks apply to section 6, regarding the operation and maintenance 
of the works. 

Section 7 provides the method of acquiring any property necessary 
judicial process. It is hoped, however, that it will not be necessary 
for some time to acquire any property in this manner, as it is believed 
that for the earlier projects at least satisfactory arrangements can 
be made without resort to condemnation. 

Section 8 provides for noninterference with existing laws, and de- 
fines in general terms the right to the use of water. 

Section 9 is a declaration in favor of equitable distribution of funds 
among the different States and Territories in proportion to receipts. 
This question will probably not arise for some time, or until a number 
of projects have been completed. It is believed that the spirit of this 
section can be complied with. 

Section 10 confirms the authority of the Secretary to put the act into 
effect and to make rules and regulations. The latter can be made from 
time to time as occasion arises. 

PROPOSED OPERATION 

From the general consideration of the purpose of this act it is ap- 
parent that several steps are to be taken : 

(1) The organization of surveys in each State and Terri- 
tory mentioned in the bill. This work is now well under way, 
in coniiGctioii witli tlio opGrations of tlio Division of Hyd.ro^^-' 
raphy, and with the approval of the Secretary it is proposed 
to gradually enlarge and increase the number of parties in the 
neld. _ The engineers of the permanent force now employed 
came into the work through the civil service, and have been 
advanced through experience and efficiency. Additional 
young engineers will be asked as needed from the civil service 
and temporary field assistants employed under existing rules 
and regulations. 

(2) The withdrawal of lands affected. This has already 
been done in a number of cases, and it is proposed to submit 
for segregation other lists of lands whenever the necessity 
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(3) Upon the completion of plans and estimates for each 
project it is proposed to submit these as a whole to one or more 
consulting engineers, men whose experience and professional 
reputation is such as to guarantee to the Secretary and to the 
public full confidence in the results. 

(4) If the plans and details are favorably endorsed by the 
consulting engineers and approved by the Secretary, the usual 
routine of advertising for contracts can be followed, and con- 
tracts be let in the customary manner. If not fully approved 
additional surveys and examinations can be ordered until the 
project is definitely condemned or approved. 

(5) After contracts are let a careful inspection to be main- 
tained by the engineers and assistants who have been con- 
cerned with the preparation of the plans and whose profes- 
sional reputation rests upon the complete execution of the 
contract, all such men being under civil service. 

(6) Upon the completion of the work accurate maps to be 
submitted for transfer to the Land Office to serve as guides in 
disposing of the lands and in collecting the amounts which 
are to be restored to the Reclamation f unci. 

ORGANIZATIOI^ 

The present organization of the Division of Hydrography has been 
designed to meet this emergency. It has had many years of experi- 
ence in similar surveys in the arid region, and is capable of being 
expanded to meet all demands made upon it. As above stated, it is 
not desired to enlarge this division suddenly, but to add from time to 
time such qualified men as may be needed. 

The disbursements can be made through the present disbursing office 
of the Geological Survey, with the force available, or by adding an 
additional assistant when necessary. At present the work contem- 
plated will not necessitate additional assistance, as there is a special 
disbursing officer, Mr. James W. Spencer, located at Salt Lake City, 
who can handle these accounts in connection with other duties. 

Upon the approval of the plans it is desired that the estimated 
amount needed be placed to the credit of the Director of the Geological 
Survey, by request made by the Secretary of the Interior upon the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the disbursements from this fund to pass 
through the ordinary routine of the disbursing office of the Survey. 

The correspondence regarding the law and its operations and the 
work to be performed under it may be so large aS to require in the 
office of the Secretary of the Interior some one person to index and 
transmit communications. It is assumed that such work will naturally 
fall to the Lands and Railroads Division, and it may be necessary to 
make provision there for looking after the matter. A clerk can be 
detailed from this office to attend to these details if it is considered 
desirable to do so. 
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There is a class of questions in which matters of surveying, engineer- 
ing, estimates, and land law are intermingled, as for example, when 
considering the matter of the lands segregated and partly in private 
ownership, and to which water may be taken. It is essential at such 
times to have a good field man, thoroughly acquainted with the 
character of the various entries, and who can discriminate as to the 
titles, character of the claims, and applicability of various laws and 
regulations. For this purpose it is requested that Mr. Morris Bien 
be transferred from the General Land Office to the Division of Hydrog- 
raphy. Mr. Bien is an experienced topographer, and made a number 
of surveys for the Powell Irrigation Survey (1888-91). Sub- 
sequently he was transferred to the Land Office, studied law, and has 
made himself thoroughly familiar with all matters pertaining to ir- 
rigation. The peculiar combination of field experience for the Powell 
survey and of legal experience in the Land Office makes his services 
particularly desirable at this time in preparing and passing upon maps 
of irrigable lands to be ultimately transmitted to the General Land 
Office. 

The character of the present Division of Hydrography is such that 
with a few transfers and increases, as above mentioned, the work can 
continue and have a slow, well-rounded growth. It is therefore not 
recommended that any radical changes be made, but that the present 
system be continued in all respects, subject to such modifications, as 
may be needed from time to time. 

DESIRED ACTION ON PART OF THE SECRETARY 

It is respectfully suggested that the Secretary take action along 
the f ollowiag Lines : 

( 1) Approve of the general proj ect as above outlined. 

(2) Request the Secretary of the Treasury to place to the 
credit of the Geological Survey, on the books of the Treasury 
Department, the sum of one hundred and sixty-five thousand 
dollars ($165,000), from the Reclamation Fund, to be ex- 
pended during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, under 
the direction of the Director of the Geological Survey, in the 
field work of surveys, examinations, artesian or deep dril- 
Imgs, etc., and in office work, including cost of administra- 
tion, necessary clerical force, and the preparation of detailed 
plans, specifications, reports, etc., the same to be disbursed 
by the chief disbursing clerk of the Geological Survey under 
existing rules and regulations. 

(3) The transfer of Mr. Morris Bien from the General 
Land Office back to the Geological Survey. 

(4) The transfer if necessary, of a clerk from the Geo- 
logical SurvOT to the Lands and Railroads Division of the

Of the amount of $1655000 already allotted about $120,000 have been 
expended, and work carried on in Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Utah, and Wyoming.

Sir: Under cover of a letter of the 3d instant to the Department 
you submitted with your approval a report, with related papers, from 
Mr. F. H. Newell, Chief Engineer, relative to the Hondo project, New 
Mexico, under the act of June IT, 1902 (32 Stat. 388) . 

Mx. Newell has stated that the lands which can be advantageously 
irrigated under this project have an extent of from 12,000 to 15,000 
acres and that the cost of construction and delivering the water to 
the arid land is estimated in round numbers at $240,000. He has also 
recommended as follows : 

First: That departmental approval be secured for taking up the 
project and carrying it foi’ward to early completion, if satisfactory 
arrangements can be made regarding titles. 

Second: That the Chief Engineer of the Eeclamation Service be 
authorized to investigate the land titles, secure options, and make 
deifinite arrangements for purchase of necessary lands and rights, such 
arrangements to be subject to final approval by the Secretary. 

Third: That the Chief Engineer be authorized to organize or cause 
to be organized into an association, the people owning lands which 
may be served by these works, as required by section 6 of the act of 
June 17, 1902,* said form of organization following in general lines 
the articles of incorporation of the Salt Eiver Valley, Ariz., Water- 
Users’ Association. 

Fourth: That the Chief Engineer be authorized to have prepared 
detailed plans and specifications for the construction of the works, 
advertisement for bids to be inserted in the usual form under depart- 
mental supervision ; the bids to be received in accordance with law ; 
and recommendation made to the Secretary for acceptance. 

Fifth: That the Chief Engineer be authorized to perform other 
necessary acts and execute minor works by days labor in the customary 
manner, such as drilling for foundations, uncovering the same, erect- 
ing temporary structures and minor works not covered by the usual 
contracts. 

I have considered the recommendations and in view of your approval 
thereof and of your expressed opinion that construction under this 
project should be taken up and pushed forward promptly, the recom- 
mendations are hereby approved and authority to take such further 
action as is necessary to carry them into effect is hereby granted. 

I have endorsed my approval on the report of Mr. Newell winch, 
with the accompanying papers, is enclosed. A copy of the report has 
been retained for the files of the Department.

Sir : In a letter of the 5th instant to the Department you reported 
in the matter of the proposed Cody project, Wyoming, under the 
Eeclamation Act of June 17, 1902 (32 Stat. 388) . 

You stated therein that the Board of Land Commissioners of the 
State of Wyoming have offered to turn over to the Eeclamation Serv- 
ice the lands segregated under the “Carey” act and known as the “Cody 
and Salisbury tract,” and that as the result of investigations and sur- 
veys it appears that, approximately 90,000 acres of land can be irri- 
gated on the north side of Shoshone Eiver in Bighorn County, Wyo., 
by the construction of a dam in Shoshone Eiver, and a canal heading 
in the canyon above the town of Cody. 

It appears from the facts you have related that the project is a 
feasible one and that the cost of storing water and constructing canals 
for the lands proposed to be irrigated and furnishing an ample supply 
of water will not be greater than the price at which the lands can be 
readily sold to settlers. 

Y on have accordingly recommended as follows : 

First: That I give general approval to the construction of the Cody 
project, under the Eeclamation Fund, provided that satisfactory rights 
to land and water can be secured, and provided that further considera- 
tion of details on the ground, by consulting engineers, results in favor- 
able reports. 

Second: That the sum of $2,250,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, be tentatively set aside for use in construction, subject to- 
the conditions above stated. 

Third: That authority be granted to the Chief Engineer of the 
Eeclamation Service to negotiate with the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners of the State of Wyoming for the full transference of necessary 
rights. 

Fovirth: That upon satisfactory and complete transference, a further 
report be received by me, to be based on the considerations on the 
ground of some of the alternatives not yet determined on. 

On consideration of the subject matter of your letter, of your recom- 
mendations above set forth, and of your stated desire for a formal 
expression of willingness to proceed with the project, your recommen- 
dations are all approved and the sum of $2,250,000, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby set aside from the fund provided by 
the act mentioned, tentatively, for use in construction under the condi- 
tions specified and you are hereby authorized to take such further 
action as may be essential to carry the recommendations into effect.

Sir: You reported to the Department of the 15th instant in the 
matter of the proposed Minidoka project, Idaho, under the Keclama- 
tion Act of June 17, 1902 (32 Stat. 388) . 

It is shown by your report that the project is a feasible one, that 
it is endorsed by citizens and officials of Idaho as tending largely to 
promote the development of the whole upper Snake Eiver V alley, and 
that it meets the approval of the Eeclamation Service. 

You have stated that about 68,000 acres of good land can be irri- 
gated by gravity, that the cost of irrigation under this project will 
be about $22 per acre and that similar lands, when reclaimed, are 
selling at from $40 to $100 per acre. 

Your recommendations are that construction be begim at once, 
that suitable advertisements be published calling for bids for the 
construction of the dam and principal works, that specifications and 
other necessary papers be printed and that the sum of $2,600,000 be 
provisionally set aside for construction. 

After consideration of the matter, I approve aU of your recommen- 
dations and the sum of $2,600,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby set aside from the fund provided for by the act 
of June 17, 1902 (32 Stat. 388) tentatively, for use in construction 
and you are hereby authorized to take such action under the law as 
may be essential to carry this project to a successful conclusion.

Sir : In a letter of the 2d instant to the Department yon called at- 
tention to the authorization given you in departmental letter of March 
14, 1903, to proceed with the work incident to the construction of five 
projects under the act of June 17, 1902 (32 St at. 388), one of them 
being the Sweetwater project, Wyoming, and with i-eference to which 
project you have stated that the site first selected was not so favorable 
as a site lower down at the mouth of the Sweetwater Eiver on North 
Platte, Wyo. 

You have reported that work was therefore transferred to the 
point mentioned and that it now appears that the Pathfinder Eeservoir 
site, so-called, is probably the most desirable location for a storage 
dam, that the capacity of the Pathfinder Eeservoir will approximate 
1,000,000 acre-feet, that the cost of the dam will be, approximately, 
$1,000,000, and you have recommended that formal approval be granted 
for the construction of the Pathfinder Eeservoir and that $1,000,000 
be set aside for the construction of the reservoir, contingent on favor- 
able report on details of construction and of lands to be reclaimed 
thereby. 

On consideration of the facts presented by you and in view of your 
recommendations I hereby authorize you to proceed with the construc- 
tion of the Pathfinder Eeservoir and the work incident thereto, and 
the sum of $1,000,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
set aside from the fund provided by the act mentioned, for use in 
construction of this reservoir, contingent on favorable reports on 
details of construction and of lands proposed to be reclaimed.

Sir : In a letter to the Department under date of the 7th instant you 
presented for my consideration the matter of the Belle Fourche proj- 
ect, South Dakota, under act of June 17, 1902 (32 Stat. 388). 

It appears as the result of surveys and investigation that the water 
supply of the region is limited ; that there is a large quantity of ir- 
rigable land ; that there is enough water to reclaim about 60,000 acres 
of land, about half of which is in private ownership, and that the 
estimates show that the cost of Reclamation will be less than $36 per 
acre. 

Your recommendation is that the sum of $2,100,000 be set aside 
from the Reclamation fund for construction of this project, contingent 
on securing suitable land and water rights, organization of present 
land owners and satisfactory completion of various engineering details. 

In view of your recommendation I hereby set aside the sum of 
$2,100,000 or so much thereof as may be necessary, from the sum pro- 
vided by the act mentioned, for use in the construction of this proj- 
ect, subject to the contingencies above set forth.

Sir: I have before me your letter of the 7th instant in which you 
informed me that, under the act of June 17, 1902 (32 St at. 388), 
survej^s have been made in North Dakota and adjacent portions of 
Montana, that the only feasible project yet discovered is that involv- 
ing the Eeclamation of land in the extreme western part of the State 
between the Missouri and Yellowstone Kivers, and that to I'each the 
land, water must be diverted from the left banks of the Yellowstone 
Kiver in Montana, and carried along the banks thereof, irrigating 
a strip of land in Montana and the flats in North Dakota. 

It appears that the surveys show that the lands can be reclaimed 
at a cost of not to exceed $30 per acre, which cost is considered to be 
the maximum at which the lands can be readily settled under the 
Eeclamation act. 

You have reported that about one-third of the lands which may 
be irrigated are vacant, one-third in private ownership, and one-third 
believed to be still owned by the Northern Pacific Eailroad Co. 

Your recommendation is that the sum of $1,200,000 be set aside 
from the Eeclamation fund for the construction of the Fort Buford 
project, if satisfactory arrangements can be made with the owners of 
land and water rights and the details now in the hands of the engineers 
can be properly concluded. 

In compliance with your recommendation, I hereby set aside the 
sum of $1,200,000 or so much thereof as may be necessary from the sum 
provided by the act mentioned, for use in the construction of the 
Fort Buford project, subject to the conditions you have set forth.

Sir: In a letter of the 9th instant to the Department you referred 
to the act of April 21, 1902 (Public, No. 125), which has authorized 
the Secretary of the Interior “to divert the waters of the Colorado 
River and to reclaim, utilize, and dispose of any lands in said reser- 
vations,” etc., and have referred to the surveys which have already 
been carried on under the act of June 17, 1902 (32 Stat. 388) , and to 
the reports submitted by the engineers. 

It appears that under the Yuma project and by means of a dam 
across the Colorado River and other works, upwards of 85,000 acres 
of land can be reclaimed at a cost of less than $40 per acre. 

You have stated that much of this land, outside of the Indian 
reservations, is in private ownership, and that the feasibility of the 
project will depend largely on the owners of the land uniting in a 
satisfactory form of organization under the terms and conditions of 
the Reclamation law. 

Your recommendation is that the sum of $3,000,000 be set aside 
from the Reclamation fund for the construction of the Yuma project, 
subject to the satisfactory adjustment of the various matters per- 
taining to land and water titles and to structural features. 

In compliance with your recommendation I hereby set aside the 
sum of $3,000,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, from the 
fund provided by the act mentioned, for the construction of the Yuma 
project, under the conditions you have set forth.

^ You have stated that this project, which you have designated as the 
Uncompahgre Valley project, involves great engineering difficulties 
and careful dealing with vested land and water rights, and that the 
report of a board of engineers shows that the project is feasible and 
will cost upward of $2,500,000, reclaiming about 100,000 acres, at a cost 
of $25 per acre. 

In order that the project may be undertaken in a systematic manner

Sir : In a letter of the 14th instant to the Department the Acting 
Director reported that reconnaissance surveys and investigations along 
the Missouri Eiver in North Dakota have developed two feasible 
projects for irrigation by pumping methods in this region in con- 
nection with which it is proposed to use extensive beds of lignite in 
the vicinity for the production of pmnping power. 

The Acting Director states that under the first project, embracing 
the Buf ord-Trenton tract, 18,000 acres of irrigable land can be reached 
at elevations above the low-water plane of the Missouri Eiver varying 
from 25 to 85 feet, which it is proposed to irrigate by means of two 
pumping plants, the first cost of which is estimated at $300,000, and 
the annual maintenance and operation charges at $36,000, and that 
under the second project embracing the Bismarck tract, 15,000 acres of 
irrigable land, at elevations varying from 25 to 65 feet above the 
low-water plane of the Missouri Eiver, may be irrigated by the instal- 
lation of two pumping plants, the first cost of which is estimated at 
$250,000, and the annual operating expenses at $30,450. He has stated 
further that under the provisions of the Eeclamation Act it will be 
necessary for the indgators under the first project to make 10 annual 
payments of $3.66 jper acre and subsequent amiual payments of $2 per 
acre, and under the second project 10 amiual installments of $3.70 
per acre and subsequent payments of $2.03 per acre. 

In view of the facts presented the Acting Director has recommended 
preliminary approval of the projects named, that the sum of $550,000 
be tentatively set aside in the Eeclamation Fund for said projects and 
that the Chief Engineer of the Eeclamation Service be authorized to 
complete detailed investigations, plans, and estimates preparatory to 
construction. He has further recommended that the Chief Engineer 
be authorized to take steps to inform the landowners of the tracts pro- 
posed to be irrigated of the cost of the proposed works, the annual 
operating expenses and the requirements of the Eeclamation Act re- 
garding payments by water users, etc., for the purpose of determining 
wdiether they will cooperate with the Government in the manner pro- 
vided by said act. 

After consideration of the matter, I approve all of said recommen- 
dations, the sum of $550,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
is hereby set aside from the fund provided by the act of June 17, 
1902 (32 Stat. 388), tentatively, for use in connection with said 
projects and you are hereby authorized to take such action under the 
law to carry these projects to a successful conclusion and to inform 
the landowners concerned of the cost of the proposed works.

Sm: In a reply of the 24th instant to the Department you have 
reported with respect to the progress of the surveys and examinations 
of the Milk River project, Montana, and have referred to the situa- 
tion in the Milk River Valley with respect to the contemplated diver- 
sion of the waters of Milk River by citizens of Canada, and to the 
necessity of taking action at the present time in the matter of the 
proposed construction of a portion of the project. 

You have stated that there is not now available on the Reclamation 
fond an amount sufficient to complete the entire project without de- 
priving other States of their proper share of the fond, and you have 
stated that it is estimated that $1,000,000 will be sufficient to store 
waters in the St. Mary’s Lakes and divert this across the low divide 
into the Yorth Fork of Milk River. You have accordingly recom- 
mended that $1,000,000 be provisionally set aside in the Reclamation 
fond for the construction of storage works on St. Mary River, Mont,, 
and for diverting the stored waters to the head of Milk River in that 
State. 

I have given due consideration to the subject matter of your letter 
and in view of the facts you have related and of your recommendation, 
I hereby set aside $1,000,000 provisionally from the fond provided 
by the act of June It, 1902 (32 Stat. 388), and authorize you to take 
the proper action toward carrying out that portion of the project 
which was considered in your letter. 

With respect to the organization of water users’ associations and 
the entering into of contracts, reimbursing the Reclamation fund, as 
well as the preparation of final plans and advertising for bids, I 
authorize you to take action under the conditions you have outlined.

Sir : I have before me your letter of the 24th instant in which you 
have set forth the facts concerning the investigations in connection 
with the Payette-Boise project, Idaho, under the act of June 17, 1902, 
32 Stat. 388. 

You have stated that the project provides for the reclamation of 
372,000 acres of land, 300,000 acres of which are now in a desert con- 
dition; that about 71,000 acres are public land, subject to entry under 
the act mentioned, and that about 46,000 acres have been entered 
subject to the provisions of that act since the withdrawal of the land 
that about 60,000 acres belong to the State of Idaho, and that the 
remainder, about 195,000 is now in private ownership, held in tracts 
averaging about 100 acres each. 

Tour letter shows that ample storage facilities are available on the 
headwaters of the Payette River, and that additional storage on the 
Boise River and its valley proper can also be obtained to supplement 
the normal flow of the sti’eams from which the water for the project 
is to be furnished. You have referred also in your letter to the fact 
that a Water Users’ Association has recently been organized in the 
locality, representing about 155,000 acres of land, and that the State 
has provided for cooperation with the Reclamation Service. 

You have set forth in your letter the plan proposed to be carried out 
involving the acquisition of various rights-of-way, enlarging and ex- 
tending of canals, and the construction of the Deer Flat Reservoir. ^ In 
conclusion you have stated that aside from the fact that the project 
has been found feasible, it will provide for the development of one of 
the most fertile sections of the State and that it is important that the 
project should be begun at once. 

You have accordingly recommended -that the project be entered into 
along the lines you have detailed, and that your office be directed to 
prepare for construction the particular portion of the project outlined ; 
also that $1,300,000 be set aside for the project. 

I have considered the facts and recommendations covered by your 
letter, and I hereby set aside from the fund mentioned the sum of 
$1,300,000 for the Payette-Boise project, Idaho, and direct that you 
take action with respect to this project along the lines and with respect 
to that portion of the project covered by your recommendations and 
suggestions.

Sir : I have before me your letter of the 14th instant in which you 
have reported that the proposed Huntley project, Montana, as now 
outlined contemplates the irrigation of about 35,000 acres of land at an 
approximate total cost of $900,000, that the project has been approved 
by the Board of Engineers and you have recommended that the sum 
mentioned be set apart toward the completion thereof. You have also 
enclosed a proposed form of advertisement, proposal and specifications 
for the construction of 30 miles of main canal of this project on ceded 
Crow Indian lands, the approval of which you have recommended. 

In view of your recommendations I hereby authorize the construc- 
tion of the Huntley project and I hereby set aside from the fund pro- 
vided by the act ox June 17, 1902 (32 Stat. 388), the sum of $900,000 
for that project. I also hereby approve the form you have submitted 
except that, in view of the difference of opinion that has arisen between 
the Comptroller of the Treasur}^ Department and this Department, 
with resjiect to concessions of rates from railroad companies, and of 
the fact that I have asked the Attorney General for an opinion in the 
matter, I do not think it advisable to retain in the general specifica- 
tions paragraph 11, relating to concessions of rates or to ask bidders 
to make allowance for such concessions. I therefore direct that you 
eliminate paragraph 11 from the general specifications. 

In accordance with your further recommendations I have in a letter

Sir: In letters of the 10th and 12th instant, to the Department, yon 
presented the matter of the proposed Klamath project, in southern 
Oregon and northern California, under the act of June IJ, 1902 (32 
Stat. 388), reported on to you on the 1st instant by a Board of Engi- 
neers of the Keclamation Service. 

This correspondence includes statements in detail relating to the 
conditions affecting the project and the action essential on the part 
of the United States to the ultimate completion of the project if 
adopted. 

I learn therefrom that the total irrigable area under this project 
embraces 236,401 acres of which 45 percent, or 106,929 acres, are public 
lands and 55 percent, or 129,472 acres, are private lands, and that 
90,000 acres are in California and the remainder, or 62 percent, are 
in Oregon. 

It appears that the estimated cost of the reclamation of the lands 
is, in round numbers, $4,400,000 or $18.60 per acre, the lands being 
reported to be of excellent quality and the cost of reclamation being, 
in your opinion, notably low. 

You have stated that the Board of Engineers has reported favorably 
on the project and have advised me that you concur in its recommenda- 
tion and have further recommended that $4,400,000 be set aside for 
the project from the funds which may be available in the future and 
that there be now apportioned from the funds in hand the sum of 
$1,000,000, with a view to the purchase of the property now the sub- 
ject of options and for entering on and constructing an integral part 
of the project as authorized by section 4 of the act. 

You have refeixed to the conditional approval in departmental let- 
ters to you, on the 2’8th ultimo, of agreements to purchase certain 
private rights which it is necessary to acquire, and have asked au- 
thority to advise the parties, viz: the Klamath Falls Irrigation Co. 
and the Little Klamath Water Ditch Co. that the rights and property 
in question will be purchased at the prices stated under the conditions 
of the options heretofore conditionally approved on the showing of 
good title and compliance with the usual conditions of puixhase ; also 
that an agreement in due form for the purchase from S. L. Akins 
of the property of the Jesse D. Carr Land & Live Stock Co. as hereto- 
fore specified at the price heretofore stated when presented will be 
approved. 
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With respect to the property of the Klamath Canal Co. you hare 
submitted a copy of a further report of the Board of Engineers, dated 
the 5tli instant, together with a copy of a memorandum of agreement 
proposed to be entered into with the company for the acquisition by 
the United States of water rights, canals, rights-of-way, tunnel route, 
etc., necessary in carrying out the project, and have recommended that 
the memoraiidiiin be approved. 

The Board has recommended that an option be agreed to for the 
purchase of the rights and interests of this company for $150,000. 

I have considered your several letters and recommendations and in 
accordance therewith I hereby, on the condition hereafter stated, adopt 
the Klamath project and authorize you to cause the construction 
thereof to be entered on under the act ; I also, on the same condition, 
set aside for the construction of the project from funds that may 
become available in the future the sum of $1,400,000 and hereby ap- 
portion the sum of $1,000,000 as a part of the cost of construction, 
from the fund provided by the act now in hand ; I also, on the same 
condition, authorize you to advise the Klamath Falls Irrigation Co. 
in accordance with your recommendation, and inform you that an 
agreement with S. L. Akins will be approved when presented, subject 
to the conditions covered by your recommendations. 

The memorandum of the Board covering the rights and property 
of the Klamath Canal Co. is also hereby approved as you have 
recommended. 

The condition on which the foregoing Departmental action hinges 
is the acquirement by the United States of the rights and property 
of the Klamath Canal Co., as per memorandum submitted by the 
Board.

The Honorable the Secretary op the Interior* 

Sir : During two seasons a field party has been engaged on the invest- 
igation of underground waters and possible reclamation in the valley 
of the Arkansas near Garden City, Kans. 

Measurements have been made of the velocity of the underground 
waters and the probable quantity which may be expected from the 
large pumping projects. The ground is remarkably open and the 
water plane close to the surface so that a large water supply may be 
obtained by a very moderate lift. 

All attempts to furnish water for the irrigation of lands in this 
vicinity by gravity systems supplied by diversion from the river, 
have proved failures. This is due to the rapid loss of water from the 
river, to the underground reservoir and the uncertain supply of water 
in the river. 

The investigations of the engineering parties have led to plans for a 
pumping system which wnll utilize what is known as the Farmers 
Canal for distribution purposes and give an ample water supply for 
8,600 acres of land. The plans have been carefully reviewed by a 
board of engineers consisting of Messrs. O. H. Ensign and H. A. Sterrs,. 
electrical and mechanical experts ; Messrs. Chas. S. Slichter and W. H. 
Sanders, consulting engineers, and Mr. Morris Bien, supervising 
engineer. They report that an ample supply of water may be fur- 
nished at a cost of installation of not to exceed $258,000 or $30 per acre 
for 8,600 acres and that the annual cost for pumping and distribution 
is estimated at about $1.50 per acre per annum. They state that these 
estimates are conservative and will probably cover all contingencies 
for increasing or extending the plant which may be necessary to fur- 
nish sufficient winter supply. 

From these estimates it appears that a maximum annual expense 
until the charges under the Keclamation Act have been fully paid 
will be $6.20 per acre per annum, which will be diminished in such 
years as the rainfall is sufficient to reduce the requirements for irriga- 
tion water. The Board reports that the lands in question will sus- 
tain such a charge and that the residents in this section will be ready 
to subscribe for water at this rate and have expressed their willingness 
to comply with all the requirements of the Eeclamation Act. The 
land is all in private ownership. 

The Finney County Farmers Irrigation Association proposes to 
transfer its irrigation system to the Water Users’ Association now in 
process of formation and at a recent meeting informal pledges of 
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subscription to the stock of the 'iTater Users’ Association were given 
for practically the total of 8, GOO acres, entitled to water from the 
system. 

In pui'suance of these considerations the Board recoimnencls that the 
project be constructed as soon as the water-users association has been 
organized in satisfactory form, and practically the entire area of 
8,600 acres under the Farmers Ditch system hare been subscribed to 
the water-users association. 


I have the honor to concur in the recommendations of the Board and 
to reconunend that the project be approved, and that I be authorizecl 
to inform the water-users association in Finney County that the project 
outlined by the engineers will be constructed by the Eeclamation Serv- 
ice as soon as practicable after the complete subscription in the usual 
manner of all the lands to be benefited in order to insure the return 
of the fmid in accordance with the provisions of the Eeclamation Act. 

In this coimection I desire to call attention to the fact that this 
project has not before been definitely brought to the attention of the 
Department, also that an examination of the Eeclamation fund justifiies 
the belief that there will be ample funds for its construction.

Sm : The Board of Engineers designated to consider the Carlsbad 
project, New Mexico, submitted a report on August 31, 1905, which 
was approved by the Chief Engineer on October 11, 1905. On Octo- 
ber 19, 1905, you submitted said report and the Chief Engineer’s let- 
ter of approval thereof to the Department with the statement that 
“this project is one which has been taken up for examination at the 
earnest request of citizens of New Mexico and I resfectjuUy com- 
mend it to your favorable comideration?"' The einjihasis is mine. 

The recommendations submitted by said Board of Engineers are 
as follows : 

1. That the necessary borings at the site of the Avalon Dam 
and of Reservoir No. 3 be completed at the earliest possible 
date. 

2. That the Pecos Irrigation Co. be asked to inform the 
Reclamation Service before September 30, 1905, whether it 
wdll transfer its entire irrigation plant to the United States 
for the sum of $150,000 as herein stated. 

3. That if the company agrees to a sale at such a sum, the 
20,000-acre project herein outlined be at once taken up so 
that water may be furnished for irrigation at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

1. That if Reservoir No, 3 shall be found suitable for stor- 
age the 40,000-acre project be taken up for construction. 

5. That if the Pecos Irrigation Co. refuses to make a sale 
at the sum mentioned all work on the project shall cease. 

The Pecos Irrigation Co. has agreed to sell to the United States 
for $150,000 its entire irrigating plant, including right-of-way, reser- 
voir sites, claims to water, existing canals, laterals, structures, build- 
ings, etc. It must also sign the usual contracts providing for the dis- 
position of its lands in tracts not exceeding 160 acres so that the same 
may become subject to the provisions of the Reclamation Act. It is 
the opinion of the Board of Engineers that if these things can be con- 
summated water can be furnished at an early date to 20,000 acres. 
It is estimated that the repairs necessax'y to render the system avail- 
able for the irrigation of that area will require an expenditure of 
$450,000, making the entire cost $600,000 or $30 per acre without main- 
tenance, which the engineers say is all the land will stand. Just how 
the Government is to be reimbursed for the cost of maintenance does 
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not appeal'. This is an important item and some arrangement must 
be made concerning it, as providon mu^t be made for the return to 
the Reclamation fund of every dollar exjtended therefrom on this or 

aiw other project. _ ^ ^ . j: 

Information vras transmitted here bi' you on the llth instant from 
one of the engineers of the Eeckmation Service who examined the 
project to the effect that the cost of repairs and maintenance will of 
itself cost all the land will stand without paying pything for the 
present svsteni. Neither yourself nor the Chief Engineer, however, as 
the result of that information, suggested any departure from the 
course recommended by the Board of Engineers in. its report of Au- 
gust 31, supra. Indeecl, in your letter of the 20th instaiit you re- 
port that ‘-the board which recently met to consider this project 
reports that, in general, the situation has not changed since the time 
of the report of the board, dated August 31, 1905, and transmitted to 
you by my letter of October 19.'’ I conclude, therefore, that the re- 
port and recommendation of the Board of Engineers of August 31, 
1905, approved by the Chief Engineer and commended by you, still 
presents the proper view of the situation. 

While fully aware of the need of expedition in this matter if the re- 
sults desired are to be obtained, it is not possible, as suggested in your 
letter of the 27th instant — 

To waive tUe question of title to the property involved and authorize the 
engineers to at once take posse-ssiou of this property for the United States and 
begin construction before the transfers are completed. Nor is it possible to at 
this time issue instructions by wire — 

To the engineers on the ground to take possession of the property and begin 
work by foi'ce account, etc., 

nor does it seem that such a course is necessary. 

In a letter received from H. J. Hagerman, dated October 29, 1905, 
and referred to you on November 7 for report, the statement is made 
that Mr. Hall, who is the Supervising Engineer for New Mexico, had 
stated that if work can be started on or before January 1 next — 

Enough can be accomplished on the project to enable them to put water for 
the irrigation of 12,000 acres in the canal by May 1, 1906. 

This has not been controverted by anything in the record although 
it is fully understood that an earlier beginning, if possible, is desirable. 

It is also stated in Mr. Hagerman’s letter that all of the 20,000 acres 
which it is proposed to irrigate at first, together with 9,000 acres in 
addition, have come in under the water-users contracts prescribed by 
the Reclamation Service. It is also alleged in Mr. Hagerman’s letter 
that — 

The company is now (October 29, 1903) completing the abstracts of its prop- 
erty under instructions of Mr. Newell, preparatory to submitting them for the 
approval of the Government. 

It is assumed therefore that the water users association has pledged 
a sufficient acreage to insure the retuim to the Reclamation fund of the 
cost of the project, and that the Pecos Irrigation Co. has completed 
the abstracts of its property. 
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After careful consideration of the entire matter as disclosed by the 
correspondence and the conference had with a committee of citizens 
from New Mexico, at which you were present and in the results of 
which you concurred^ I have reached the following conclusions : 

That subject to the conditions hereinafter named the report and 
recommendations of the Board of Engineers dated August 31, 1905, 
are hereby concurred in and approved and the sum of $600,000 is 
hereby set aside and appropriated from the Reclamation fund for the 
irrigation of the first 20,000 acres as recommended in said report. The 
conditions are as follows : 

1. That some arrangement be made to secure to the Recla- 
mation fund the return of the cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion of said S 3 "stem, stating the sum estimated, in addition to 
the cost of iDurchase and repairs thereof detailed in said 
Engineers' report. 

2. That the acreage pledged by the water users association, 
and the manner, form and execution of the contracts covering 
the same ai*e sufficient to protect the United States and 
guarantee the return to the Reclamation fund of the sum 
appropriated and expended therefrom for the |)urpose herein- 
above stated. 

3. That an agreement to purchase the property of the 
Pecos Irrigation Co. be entered into with said company, as 
is usual in such cases and submitted here for the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior with your recommendations 
in the premises : that said agreement shall be in the usual form 
and shall contain a specific and detailed statement of the vari- 
ous items of property which said company proposes to trans- 
fer to the United States, free from any charge, lien or 
encumbrance of any kind or character whatever. Said 
agreement shall also contain the usual provision that it is 
based on the condition that said company will furnish an 
abstract showing good and sufficient title to said property, 
and will convey the same to the United States by good and 
sufficient warranty deed. 

4. That said Pecos Irrrigation Co. sign the usual contracts 
providing for the disposition of its land in tracts not exceed- 
ing 160 acres, so that the same may become subject to the 
provisions of the Reclamation Act. 

It would tend to expedite matters if said company would, along 
with the other papers enumerated, transmit a deed to said property duly 
executed. You will at once make this matter special. Use the wires 
freely. As soon as they are received you will forward the papers to 
the Department. They will be made special here and if found satis- 
factory you will at once be notified thereof and on receipt of said 
notice you will at once notify the engineers to take possession of the 
property and begin work by force account.

Sir : On October 18, 1905, you submitted for my consideration the 
report of the Board of Engineers dated October 9 on the Okanogan 
Reclamation project in Washington. The Board of Engineers made 
the following ipcommendations : 

First: That the sum of $432,300 be set aside for the construction of 
this project. 

Second : That the construction be commenced as soon as the follow- 
ing conditions have been complied with : 

{a) That formal agreements defining the water rights for 
at least 90 percent of the 1,350 acres now irrigated be duly 
executed and that in connection therewith the perpetual use 
of Salmon Lake reservoir be granted to the United States by 
its present owners. 

(&) That a water users’ association be organized and that 
at least 90 percent of the 8,650 acres of the irrigable land be 
subscribed. 

(e) That contracts for the disiiosal of excess land be exe- 
cuted for at least 90 percent of the excess area. 

Third: That the farm unit for the project be fixed at 40 acres of 
irrigable land. 

Fourth: That in order that the work may be completed in time for 
the irrigation season of 1907 prompt action be taken for the authoriza- 
tion of this project. 

You recommended that these recommendations of the Board of 
Engineers be approved ; that $500,000 be set aside for the construction 
of said project, and that suitable authority be given to push the work 
to the point of letting contracts at the earliest practicable date. 

On November 8, 1905, you were advised that your recommendations 
were not approved, and on November 15 you were further advised 
that the purpose of the Department in taking the action of November 
8 was “simply to suspend action on your recommendation pending 
further investigation and consideration of said project.” 

The further investigation and consideration mentioned have now 
been had and in view thereof, and as the result of a conference this 
morning with the entire congressional delegation from the State of 
Washington at which information was submitted to the Department 
in relation to this project of which it has never heretofore been ap- 
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praised the report and recommendations of the Board of Engineers in 
reference to said project dated October 9, 1905, are hereby approved. 
$500,000 or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby set aside 
from the Eeclamation fund for the construction of said project and 
authority is hereby given to push the work to the point of letting 
contracts at the earliest practicable date.

Sir: I am in receipt of your communication of the 27th ultimo 
replying to Departmental letter of the 25th ultimo relative to the Rio 
Grande project; also your letter of hTovember 29 in regard to the 
Leesburg Diversion Dam and Canal is at hand. 

In your said letter of the 29th instant you recommended as follows : 

First: It is recommended that the sum of $200,000 be 
aUotted to the immediate construction of the Leesburg Diver- 
sion Dam and Canal. 

Second: It is also recommended that the usual form of 
contract be entered into with the water users associations, 
named in my letter of November 27, guaranteeing the return 
to the Government of all expenditures made under the terms 
of the Reclamation Act. 

On the same date as that of your last-mentioned letter, I had a 
conference with Mr. Holt, president of the Elephant Butte Water 
Users Association of New Mexico and Mr. Martinez, chairman of the 
Executive Co mmi ttee of the El Paso Valley Water Users Association, 
and other gentlemen from that locality relative to the construction 
of the Leasburg Diversion Dam and Canal. As a result of that con- 
ference these gentlemen, speaking for the water users associations and 
those who will be benefited by the construction of said diversion dam, 
stated to the Department that rather than fail in securing favorable 
action on the request for an appropriation sufficient to construct said 
dam, a satisfactory guaranty would be given the Department that all 
moneys expended, up to $200,000, for the construction of said dam 
from the Reclamation fund should be returned to that fund in 2 years. 

In view of the above and foregoing and of your recommendations 
of the 29th ultimo, and on the condition that the return in 2 years of

Sir: In a communication dated NoTember 8., 1905, relatiye to the 
Umatilla Keclamation project in OregoUj you recommended that the 
sum of $ 1,0005000 be set aside from the Reclamation fund for the 
construction of this project and that authority be given for proceed- 
ing with the project with a view to its construction. With your said 
communication you enclosed for the consideration of the Department 
copy^ of an agreement with the Maxwell Land & Irrigation Co. con- 
cerning the purchase of its canal system. 

In view of certain questions presented by that agreement it was re- 
turned to you under date of November 11 for further report upon 
certain specific propositions indicated in the reference. 

You replied thereto under date of November 16, and the whole mat- 
ter was referred to the Assistant Attorney General for an opinion upon 
the questions presented by said agreement, where it is now pending. 

I am now, however, in receipt of your communication of the 1st 
instant relative to said project which presents it in a new aspect and 
calls attention to certain phases of the situation to which my attention 
has not heretofore been directed, one of which is that delay of definite 
action in regard to this matter will mean complication of the situation 
by the undoubted appearance and acquisition of private rights that 
would prohibit the future consideration of what you insist is an at- 
tractive proposition from a Reclamation standpoint. 

The Department cannot and will not at this time attempt to com- 
mit itself in regard to the questions pending before the Assistant 
Attorney General on the proposed agreement with the Maxwell Land 
& Irrigation Co., heretofore submitted, nor to indicate what its ruling 
on these questions will be, nor to in any way hamper or embarrass 
their consideration and adjudication, but after further and more 
careful consideration of this matter it is believed that affirmative ac- 
tion may be taken in regard to this project without doing any of the 
things indicated concerning the legal questions in reference thereto, 
now pending before the Department. You are therefore advised as 
follows. 

Your recommendation of November 8 is hereby approved to the ex- 
tent that $1,000,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
set aside from the Reclamation fund for this project, and you are 
authorized to proceed with it with a view to the early construction 
thereof: Provided,^ however,^ That this action is based upon and is 
subject to the following conditions : 
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First: That a satisfactory agreement or agreements be obtained

may exist in regard to water rights ; that a sufficient acreage be pledged, 
to secure the return to the Keclamation f mid of the cost of construction, . 
and that a clean-cut feasible Eeclamation project, free from all com- 
plications or difficulties of any kind or character be secured before a, 
dollar is spent in construction. 

I have been very largely influenced in taking this action by the fol- 
lowing paragraph in the report of the Board of Engineers dated Octo- 
ber 2, 1905, the signatures to which are headed by Mr. Arthur P. Davis,., 
Assistant Chief Engineer of the Reclamation Service : 

In the estimate recently made of the prospective state of 
the Reclamation fund, June 30, 1908, no account was taken of 
the prospective returns from irrigated lands under the pro- 
visions of the act. These returns will begin in 1906, will be- 
come important in 1907, and in 1908 should be over $2,000,000 
per annum, and thereafter approximately over $3,000,000 per 
annum.

Also, 
you have omitted from the Oregon statement the fact that $1,000,000 
has been appropriated to the Malheur project. In this connection you 
are advised that the original appropriation made to the Malheur 
project on May 11, 1904, was $2,000,000 hut in your letter of December 
16, 1905, you recommended that this be divided and $1,000,000 placed 
to the IJmatilla project and the other million reserved for that por- 
tion of the Malheur project which presents no difficulties. The show- 
ing then as to Oregon should be :

In the footnote referring to the Klamath project you show “first 
allotment $1,000,000 ; balance of restricted fund needed.”

As $3,000,000 has been appropriated to the various projects 
in Oregon it will readily be seen that she already has an appropriation 
in excess of her restricted fund.

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111 tliis connection you are advised that no feasible project has as yet 
been determined upon in Oklahoma, and there is now pending before 
the Department a recommendation to take some SIOO.OOO from the 
restricted portion of the Oklahoma fund for the proposed purchase 
and repair of a distributing system for the Salt Elver project in 
Arizona. The above figures should, in my judgment, be entirely elimi- 
nated, for as a matter of fact no appropriation has as yet been made to 
Oklahoma and the correspondence with your office indicates that 
none is contemplated in the immediate future.

I am handing you herewith a statement compiled from the corre- 
spondence and records of the Department in regard to the appropria- 
tions to the various projects which contains exactly what is shown 
by that correspondence and those records. Instead of an iinassigned 
balance of $98,571.50, June 30, 1908, as shown on page 5 of the Quar- 
terly Estimate, there is an estimated unassigned balance of $2,248,571.50 
on that date. 

I cannot approve the Quarterly Estimate on account of these in- 
accuracies, and have to request that it be corrected so as to show the 
amounts actually appropriated to the various projects and the esti- 
mated unassigned balance J une 30, 1908.

diversion dam, head-works, and new canal on the upper 2 miles of the 
system and that the Reclamation Service be instructed to proceed 
with the construction of said work and to so plan that it can be used 
in conjunction with the present system of the Arizona Water Co. or 
with the new system to be built by the Government, as may be de- 
termined in the future. It is averred that the construction of these 
works is necessary in order to render the water to be stored in the 
Roosevelt Reservoir available for the Salt River Valley project, that 
it will not interfere with the present works or right-of-way of this 
portion of the canal and that the purchase of the rest of the system 
by condemnation or otherwise may be determined upon according to 
future developments. In other words, that the construction of said 
work is a present necessity, independent of the pending negotiations 
to purchase the distributing system owned and controlled by the 
Arizona Water Co. 

After consideration of the matter your recommendation is approved, 
the amount of $375,000 is allotted from the Reclamation fund to this 
project for the construction of the diversion dam, head-works, and 
new canal as described in your said letter, and you are instructed to 
proceed with the work and to so plan that it can be used in conjunction 
with the present system of the Arizona Water Co. or with the new 
system to be built by the Government, as may be determined in the 
future.

Sir : I am in receipt of your communication of the 13th instant in 
which, for reasons stated, you recommend that the allotment made for 
the construction of the Tieton Reclamation project in the State of 
IVashington be increased to $1,250,000, and that the allotment for the 
construction of the Sunny side project in the same State be increased 
to $1,100,000; also that a tentative allotment of $100,000 be made for 
the purpose of repairing and completing the existing canals and for 
the storage of water so as to place under proper irrigation the lands 
under the present canals in the Yakima Indian Reservation affected 
by the act of March 6, 1906 (Public, No. 36) . 

This means an increase for the Tieton project over the allotment 
of December 12, 1905, of $250,000, and an increase over the allotment 
made on the same date for the construction of the Sunnyside project 
of $350,000, an additional allotment for the two projects of $600,000. 

The most recent information concerning the condition of the Recla- 
mation fund is that the present available receipts are in excess of 
$4,184,842.57. The estimated receipts for the current fiscal year were 
$3,250,000. The present receipts are in excess of that amount by over 
$1,500,000, and if the rate of receipts is maintained to the end of the 
fiscal year the total receipts would be in excess of the estimate by 
more than $2,000,000. 

In view of the importance of these projects and of the necessity 
for their construction without hindrance or embarrassment, I concur 
in your conclusions and hereby allot to said projects in addition to the 
amounts which have been heretofore allotted thereto, the following 
amounts : 


To the Tieton project $250, 000 

To the Sunnyside project 350, 000

A general discussion of the Eeclamation fund is given in a letter of 
even date and attention is called to the fact that in the future allotments 
should be made with reference to the year of expenditure, as well as 
to the total amount which may be expended in the future. 

The reasons for requiring additional allotments for the above-men- 
tioned projects for 1907 are as follows: 


The Uncompaligre project in Colorado has for its principal feature 
the Gunnison tunnel, the cost of which has increased very rapidly 
owing to labor conditions and the encountering of unexpected dif- 
ficulties. The work is being carried on with the greatest economy 
and careful study is being made of all details. Nevertheless, it is 
apparent that the cost will continue to increase. The amount of 
money invested is so large that under no conditions would it be wise 
to discontinue work. The lands which will be served are capable of 
repaying the cost. 

The additional allotment for the Minidoka project in Idaho is nec- 
essary to cover minor details, cost of maintenance, and also the claims 
of contractoi's, should these ultimately be decided unfavorably to 
the Government. The estimated increase has already been included 
in the cost of the water, $22 per acre, so that a margin of safety has 
been provided to cover these possible increases of cost. 

On the Hondo project in New Mexico the conditions encountered 


have been exceptional and it has been necessary to request the in- 
crease as above noted. The charges to the land will cover this amount.

Sir : In making allotments of the Keclamation fund to various proj- 
ects it has not been necessary to limit the time of expenditure of these 
allotments. The primary consideration during past years has been to 
push forward the work as rapidly as possible and quickly invest the 
amount available in revenue producing works. The time has now 
come, however, when the accmnulated funds have been reduced to a 
point where the policy must be adopted of making allotments for use 
during given periods. 

The appropriation warrants covering the receipts from the sales of 
lands for each fiscal year are received in January of the year follow- 
ing. It results that the period in wliich the limits of expenditure 
should be fixed is the calendar year rather than the fiscal year. 

Prima-ry Projects 

There have already been allotted to projects under construction the 
anmunt of $40,354,161, including the increase to the Uncompahgre, 
Minidoka and Hondo projects, noted in another letter of this date. 

A tabulation of the probable requirements upon the various projects 
under construction, as noted in the Twentieth Quarterly Estimate, 
shows that a limit must be placed on expenditures during 1907, and that 
it win be necessary to withhold the spending of about $7,000,000 of the 
amounts at present allotted until after December 31, 1907. 

Secondary Projects 

In addition to the allotments for the construction of primary proj- 
ects above noted, there should now be made a specific allotment for 
general examinations and surveys on secondary projects, the work for 
which has heretofore been authorized in general terms, but for which 
no limiting allotment has been made. Expenditures of this class to 
December 31, 1906, aggregate $806,641.87. Work of this class will be 
very largely reduced in the future, being confined to necessary stream 
measurements and similar investigations. There should be made an 
allotment of $1,000,000 to cover past expenditures and requirements 
of the current calendar year. 

Town-site Operations 

There should, also he made a definite allotment to cover the expense 
of town-site operations under the acts of April 16 and June 27/1906. 
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Sucli expenditures to December 31, 1906, amount to $05276.08. The 
expenditures have been duly authorized, but without specific allot- 
ment, It is now recommended that an allotment for such town-site 
operations be made in the amount of $10,000 to cover past operations 
and any future expenditures during the present calendar year. 

With the limitations on disbursements during the calendar year 1907, 
which are being made as above stated, and with the allotment of the 
several amounts herein recommended, conditions will be about as 
follow's :

To this is to be added as available for expenditure in 1908 the amount 
received by warrant from the proceeds of the sales of public lands 
during the fiscal year 1907, and miscellaneous collections by the 
Eeclamation Service, a total of about $5,000,000. 

It is impossible to forecast the exact rate of progress of large con- 
struction work and the necessary disbursements therefor, and during 
the latter part of the present j-ear it will probably be necessary to 
adjust the limitations placed upon the various projects, decreasing 
those on which progress has been delayed and providing additional 
amounts for those which can be pushed to early completion. It is 
intended, however, that the supervising engineers in the field shall 
consider themselves restricted by these allotments exactly as they would 
be by congressional appropriations, except that they may report to 
this office any desirable modifications looking to the most economical 
handling of the work.

Sir: The twenty-sixth quarterly statement and estimate provides 
for the expenditure of $66,800 in carrying on the work on the Mini- 
doka project during the period from October 1 to December 31, 1908. 
The balance of allotment for 1908, available on October 1, 1908, i& 
approximately $70,000. Work has progressed on the pumping sys- 
tem and transmission line to such an extent that to projoeiiy continue

Sm: Eeferring to the twenty-sixth quarterly statement and esti- 
mates approved by you on September 28, 1908, and particularly to 
the estimates of expenditures for the Tieton project on page 98, it 
appears from correspondence with the supervising engineer that an 
error was made in the estimates as submitted, which are sufficient for 
only 1 month of the quarter instead of for the entire quarter, and that 
this total estimate should actually have been for $189,000 instead of 
$63,000, each item being proportionately increased. 

This increased expenmture during the present quarter will show an 
apparent deficit in the allotment to December 31, 1908, which is merely 
caused by an unexpected progress in the work and not by any increase 
in cost. The money expended in excess of allotment this year will 
cause a corresponding reduction in next year’s expenditures, thus the 
total allotment to December 31, 1909, will remain the same as at 
present.

Sir : There has been an informal understanding with the people of 
the Grand Valley in Colorado that if they would cooperate with the 
Service, the construction of the Grand Valley project would be taken 
up immediately. The Water Users’ Association has submitted a 
showing, from which it appears that subscriptions for cooperative 
work have been made to an amount of over $90,000 in money and about 
$40,000 in work, or, in all, a little over $130,000. They have requested 
an ahotment of $l 25,0(;0 for use during the year 1909. 

The proposed allotment together with the allotment heretofore 
made for this project will provide for a total sum available to Decem- 
ber 31, 1909, of $225,000; and this amount with the subscription avail- 
able from the Water Users’ Association will make a total available on 
the project to that date of $350,000.

Sir: By the Indian Appropriation bill approved March 3, 1909, 
appropriation is made for the construction of irrigation systems to 
irrigate the allotted and unallotted irrigable lands in the Flathead 
Indian Reservation, Mont., in the sum of $250,000, $100,000 thereof 
to be immediately available. 

As a result of surveys which have been going on for more than a year 
three irrigation units have been developed, the Jo(‘ko unit, the Mission 
unit, and the Poison unit. These units involve the irrigation of con- 
siderable areas in each case, but the plans now developed provide for 
the immediate construction of work for the irrigation of compara- 
tively small tracts in each unit, namely— J ocko unit, 6,000 acres ; Mis- 
sion unit, 6,000 acres ; and the Poison unit, 3,000 acres. 

In order that full advantage may be taken of the relatively short 
working season it is important that preliminai*y steps be taken looking 
toward the construction of these units in order that the work in the 
field may begin as soon as the weather permits. 

I therefore request that the sum of $100,000 so api-)ropriated be 
allotted for the construction of these three units, including the neces- 
sary tunnel work in connection with the Poison unit and that early 
action on this recommendation be taken.

Sir : I herewith present for your consideration and for submission 
to the Secretary of the Interior, if approved by yon, recommendations 
for additional allotments intended to carry on the work to end of the 
calendar year 1910. 

The plans and estimates therefor, submitted by the six supervising 
engineers have been carefully reviewed and considered in connection 
with the instructions contained in the Secretary's letter of July 15, 
1909, and the recommendations have been made to conform thereto. 

The funds at present available for allotment are about $8,200,000, 
as shown by the following statement covering all receipts and allot- 
ments from the passage of the Keclamation Act to July 31, 1909.

The allotments herein recommended are intended to be additional 
to those heretofore authorized, any balances of which are to continue 
available for the purposes for which they were granted and as more 
fully shown in the Twenty-ninth Quarterly Statement and Estimate. 

It is recommended that as heretofore all incidental revenues arising 
on the projects, as from sales of materials, equipment, timber, etc.; 
from rentals of lands, buildings, irrigating water, etc. ; and from mis- 
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cellaneous services performed, be applied in reduction of the expen- 
ditures made from authorized allotments, but that the repayments of 
the costs of construction and of operation and maintenance in the 
form of water-right charges assessed under the Secretary’s public 
notices shall not be so available upon the projects from which they 
arise but shall be carried into the general Reclamation fund, subject 
to reallotment. The allotments herein recommended are based upon 
this plan, it being estimated that the repayments during the fiscal year 
1910 will amount to §500,000. 

For convenience, the allotments heretofore authorized are repeated 
herein and grand totals showing the proi)osed total allotments avail- 
able to December 31, 1910. 

No provision has herein been made for undertaking new work in 
Oregon, and if it is deemed necessary to do so, a beginning may be 
made by reducing the allotments to the Interstate Canal, and to the 
Idaho work, each $100,000. This allotment would be sufficient to 
complete the surveys, purchase right-of-way, and make a substantial 
beginning on construction. It would not be available until J anuary 
1, 1910, nor until satisfactory arrangements are made with the owners 
of excess holdings, the existing irrigating ditches, and with claimants 
of necessary rights-of-way. 

It is not seen how any allotment materially greater than $200,000 can 
be made for 1910, without seriously hampering the work, inflicting 
hardship on settlers, and raising questions of the good faith of the 
Service on existing projects.

The Honorable the Secretary op the Interior : 

Sir: With reference to the Strawberry Valley project, Utah, the 
supervising engineer, Mr. L. C. Hill, calls attention to the fact that 
the organization now driving the Strawberry tunnel has been cut 
down to the smallest amount consistent with progress, and that it will 
be impossible to reduce the expenditures without practically destroy- 
ing the organization. There has been a sufficient amount of money 
allotted to continue this work at a steady rate throughout the calendar 
year. 

It has been found, however, that the rock through which the tunnel 
is being driven is disintegrating in spots and that dry rot has attacked 
some of the timber, so that it will be necessary to promptly line por- 
tions of the tunnel at an early date. It has been hoped that the per- 
manent lining could be deferred until the tunnel was driven through 
to the far end, but this is now discovered to be impracticable. It will 
cost upward of $100,000 to place the necessary lining needed in 1910. 
The allotment is not sufficient to divert the $100,000 from the sum 
needed to continue driving the head, and work cannot be stopped on 
the heading without losing the present organization, and incurring 
an indirect loss approximately equal to the cost of lining the tunnel. 

In other words, to save the work, the minimum safe allotment must 
be increased by about $100,000. 

After careful consideration of the matter, it is respectfully recom- 
mended that the allotment to the Strawberry project, Utah, be in- 
creased by $100,000 from the amount unexpended, with a view to 
bringing forward from 1911 to 1910 the amount which, in the ordi- 
nary course of affairs, will be allotted to this project from the proceeds 
of the disposal of public lands, now in the Treasury, and which has 
accumulated since July 1, 1909. This amounts to about $4,000,000. 
Adjustment of this amount has not yet been made, and will not be for 
some time, unless special request is made, and it is not considered 
desirable to make this request at the present time, as the estimated 
unexpended balance on March 1, 1910, is over $7,000,000, this being 
over and above the $4,000,000 which have accrued since July 1, 1909.

Sir: The siipemsiiig engineer for the State of Idaho has called at- 
tention to the fact that the large payments for redemption of coopera- 
tion certificates on the Payette-Boise and Minidoka projects are seri- 
ously reducing the amount of the allotments for these jirojects adopted 
at the Portland conference on August 1, 1909, and approved by you 
August 5, 1909. At the time these allotments were made these ex- 
penditures vrere not contemplated, as it was assumed the certificates 
would be canceled offsetting them against the moneys to be collected 
from the water users. Since that date, however, it has been decided 
illegal to so offset these liabilities and cash payment has been neces- 
sary. The water-right charges that would have been offset will now 
be connected but they do not become a direct credit to the allotment 
for the project for which collected, hence the allotments are reduced 
by the amount of these cash payments. 

It is, therefore, recommended that the allotment for the Payette- 
Boise project be increased by $279,000, and the Minidoka project be 
increased by $30,000, to continue the work during the year 1910. These 
amounts are approximately the amounts involved in the cash pay- 
ments now being made for cooperation certificates. 

The above recommended increase in allotment contemplates bring- 
ing forward from 1911 to 1910 an amount which in the ordinary course 
of affairs will be allotted to this project from the proceeds of the dis- 
posal of public lands now in the Treasury, and which has accumulated 
since July 1, 1909. Tliis amounts to about $5,000,000*. Adjustment of 
this amount has not yet been made and will not be for some time, 
unless special request is made. It is not considered desirable to make 
this request at the present time, as the estimated unexpended balance 
is over $6,000,000 in addition to the $5,000,000 which, as above stated, 
is estimated as having accrued since J uly 1, 1909.

Sir; With reference to the Minidoka project, Idaho, the supervis- 
ing engineer believes that it -will be economical and desirable to bring 
forward out of any proposed allotment for 1911 the sum of $60,000 
to be used in order to take up an option on certain necessary electrical 
and hydraulic equipment for the pumping stations. Contracts have 
been made for this machinery with options which may be exercised 
at various times in the near future, some of these expiring in July and 
others in August. The machinery must be purchased in the future 
and as the price of such equipment is advancing and the present con- 
tracts cover the articles which are needed and which are portions of 
the machinery now in use, it is considered advantageous to exercise 
these options in the near future. 

In order, however, not to exceed the allotment made for 1910, it is 
respectfully requested that, out of the money already accumulated in 
the Treasury but not yet allotted, there be set aside not to exceed 
$60,000 for the purpose above specined.

Under date of June 30, 1910, the supervising engineer for the Pay- 
ette-Boise project, Idaho, in presenting to this office the financial status 
of that project, requested an increase in the allotment to carry on the 
work for the balance of the year 1910. At the close of the present 
quarter the balance available for expenditure on the Payette-Boise 
project from present allotments will be approximately $163,000. The 
forces employed are efficient and well organized and consequently 
capable of performing a maximum amount of work with a minimum 
expenditure. The funds now available are not sufficient to enable the 
organization to operate to the best advantage, and the balance of the 
allotment to the close of the year 1910 above stated will not be sufficient 
to bring under irrigation a very considerable j^roportion of the irri- 
gable lands under the project, which if additional funds are made 
available can be supplied with water during the irrigation season 
of 1911. 

Work can be performed much more economically and efficiently by 
maintaining the present organization and equipment in service during 
the present season than by discontinuing the work as the funds become 
depleted during the year 1910 and resuming more active operations 
during the year 1911, and in addition to this advantage in economy 
in expenditure water service can be had one year earlier on about 
6,000 acres of land, and consequently repayments covering this acreage 
will begin one year earlier. 

At that time it seemed probable that the conference of engineers 
would be called for the first of August to submit tentative allotments 
for the action of the Secretary covering the work to be done during 
the balance of the year 1910 and for the year 1911, at which time it 
was proposed to bring up such matters. It now appeam that this 
conference cannot be held until later in the season. In view of these 
facts, it is recommended that there be made available for expenditure 
during the year 1910 on the Payette-Boise project the sum of $300,000, 
in addition to the amounts formally allotted. There is at present in 
the Eeclamation Fund for such purposes approximately $942,000. 
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From time to time other requests for increases in allotments will no 
doubt be submitted.

Sir : In the Thirty-third Quarterly Estimate for the period ending 
September 30, 1910, approved on June 30, 1910, on pages 20 and 21, 
is an estimate under the heading “Idaho — Snake River Storage” of 
$59,550. The supervising engineer for Idaho recommends that this 
estimate be increased from $59,550 as above noted to $181,625 to cover 
the folio vring items :

The net balance available to December 31, 1910, as shown by the last 
montlily statement is $126,857.25. This increase for the quarter, 
therefore, in addition to increasing the amount available for expendi- 
ture for the period ending September 30, 1910, makes it necessary 
to increase the present allotment by $60,000. 

This supplemental estimate and increase in the allotment is caused 
by the partial failure of the temporary dam at J ackson Lake on July 5, 
Before this occurred it had been considered that the most economical 
way of constructing this dam would be to handle it in two complete 
seasons after stored water had been delivered through the temporary 
dam. However, since the partial destruction of the temporary dam 
it has been found necessary to bring the new dam to such elevation 
that it would be possible to store 200,000 acre-feet of water for the 
Minidoka project next year. To do this the plans of the Service will 
have to be changed completely. More equipment than was at first 
estimated is to be purchased, and a larger force of men is to be em- 
ployed and the work will have to be pushed with greater rapidity and 
further into the winter season than had been planned. This demands 
a great outlay of money at this time, as the working season is very 
short at Jackson Lake and a great deal of preparation against frost 
and snow will have to be made in order to be able to handle the work 
during the late fall and early winter seasons. Following these plans, 
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subsistence enough to sustain the camp until July 1, 1911, ■will have 
to be purchased dui'ing this present quarter in order that it may be 
freighted to the dam site before extreme cold weather and heavy sno'w 
blockades the road for freighting from Ashton to the lake. 

As no conferel^ce of engineers has been called to submit tentative 
allotments for the action of the Secretary covering work to be done 
during the balance of the year 1910 and for the year 1911, when it 
is usual to bring up such matters, and as it is essential that an addi- 
tional allotment be made immediately, it is I’ecomniended that there 
be made available for expenditure during the year 1910 on the Snake 
River Storage in Idaho the sum of $6o.0O0. in addition to the amounts 
formally allotted, and that the Thirty-third Quarterly Estimate be 
amended as indicated. There is at present in the Reclamation fund 
available for such purposes approximately $982,000.

Sir : With reference to the Minidoka project, Idaho, the supervising 
engineer believes it will be economical and desirable to bring forward 
out of any proposal allotments for 1911 the sum of $75,000 to be used 
as follows: $42,000 for completing south side gravity canal, and 
$33,000 for the west end laterals. 

If this is done it will permit of the work being started this fall and 
will also admit of the work being performed more economically. 

In order, however, not to exceed the allotment made for 1910, it is 
respectfully requested that, out of the money already accumulated in 
the Treasury but not yet allotted, there be set aside not to exceed 
$75,000 for the purposes above specified. 

The amount requested for completing the south side gravity canal 
is necessary in order to be able to deliver the required amount of irri- 
gation water to the south side lands. These lands are all settled and 
largely under cultivation. They will be ready for formal opening and 
fixiiig of charges in the near future. The proposed enlargement of the 
canal is iiecessai’y in order to furnish these lands with an ample supply 
of water, the distribution system and necessary pmnping plant having 
already been provided. If the enlargement is not executed during the 
nonirrigating season, which soon begins, it must wait a year, and the 
lamls referred to will be short of water. 


The amount requested for the west end laterals is necessary in order 
to supply water to lands on the western margin of the north side project 
which have been settled for some years and are waiting for water. It 
is very desirable that these laterals be finished in time for delivery of 
water next year, which cannot be done without an early beginning 
thereon, as requested.

The actual receipts from sale of public lands and town sites from 
July 1, 1900, to June 30, 1910, were $60,273,258.22, the actual repay- 
ment account of building and operation and maintenance charges 
$1,152,459.44, making the total actual amount covered into the Kecla- 
mation fund to the end of the fiscal year 1910, $61,425,717.66. It is 
estimated that $7,227,032.27 from sales of public land for the fiscal 
year 1910, will be credited to the Keclamation fund by December 31, 
1910, $1,786,111.43 of which has been received and is included in the 
grand total mentioned above, leaving an estimated amount of $5,440,- 
920.84 which will be an additional credit and placed to the fund by 
December 31, 1910, or a grand total credit of $66,866,638.50.

This increase for the quarter, in addition to increasing the amount 
available for expenditure for the period ending December 31, 1910, 
makes it necessary to increase the jiresent allotment by $70,000. 

The Reclamation Service lias a contract with W. J. Hoy Co. for 
widening the New York canal, but under the contract it was con- 
templated that part of the work was to be completed in 1910 and part 
in 1911. The contractors now have a favorable opportunity to sublet 
part of the work which it was anticipated would be done in 1911. The 
total amount of this work will probably be $70,000. 

The sooner the work can be completed the better it will be for the 
Service, not only in enlarging the carrying capacity of the canal but 
will also result in an early reduction of the engineering force. 

The supervising engineer discussed this matter with the Secretary 
when he was in Boise on September 18, and he advised that he desired 
such additional allotments be made when it could be done to the 
advantage of the work and result in a saving to the service, as is 
true in this case. The Secretary suggested to the supervising engineer 
that this matter be taken up at once and to so state that he had dis- 
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cussed it with him, and that he was in favor of making this additional 
allotment. 

In view of the fact that the subcontractors desiring to do this work 
are now on the ground with their teams and ready to start work im- 
mediately, and as it is essential to provide additional funds sufficient 
to pay for these services, it is recommended that there be made avail- 
able for expenditure during the year 1910 on the Payette-Boise proj- 
ect the sum of $70,000, in addition to the amounts already allotted to 
that project, and that the Thirty -fourth Quarterly Estimate be 
amended as indicated.

Sir ; Every effort is being made to advance the ivork in the Jackson 
Lake dam during the present season sufficiently to provide a storage 
for use on the Minidoka project during nest summer. In order to 
liave material and supplies on hand to begin work at the earliest pos- 
sible date in the spring large purchases have been made during this 
fall and freighting over the roads has been pushed in order to get the 
supplies in to the site of the dam before the roads become impassable 
due to the heavy snowfalls. 

A large force of men have been engaged in preparing foundations 
and doing some preliminary work. It will be possible to continue 
active operations for a month or more yet, and it is found that in order 
to do so, it will be necessary to spend about $31,000 during the month 
of December in excess of the amount provided in the last quarterly 
estimate. This is also in excess of the total amount of allotments pro- 
vided for this work up to the present time. 

There is at present in the Ti'easury Department approximately 
$2,000,000 unexpended, though present allotments more than make 
up this amount. About 10 days ago, this office was informally ad- 
vised by the auditor for the Interior Department that a settlement had 
been made covering the segregation of reclamation money from the 
sales of public lands during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1910, for 
10 of the 16 Keclamation States, amounting to a little over $3,000,000. 
This money can be made available for use, if necessary, upon a few 
days’ notice to the Treasury Department. It is apparent that the 
large balance now on hand is far in excess of the amount which will 
be required prior to the receipt of the additional funds to be included 
in the warrant of December 31, 1910. 

The immediate work being done is the preparation of foundations, 
cutting of timber, sawing of lumber, and building temporary works.

Sir : TTitli reference to tlie allotment from tlie Reclamation fund 
to be made for the calendar year 1911^ the following statements are 
made with a view to authorizing the use of certain sums : 

Allotments for expenditure on all of the projects during the calen- 
dar year 1910, were made in August 1909, at Portland, Oreg. These, 
with previous allotments, amounted to $59,257,000. 

Since that date additional allotments have been made from time 
to time, on the assumption of advancing the use of the funds which 
otherwise would have been available for expenditure during the calen- 
dar year 1911. These aggi^egate $2,987,000, which added to the 
previous allotment give a total allotment to all projects of $62,244,000. 

This total does not include the tentative allotment of $1,000,000 
made January 6, 1911, for the storage dam on Boise River, Idaho, 
nor the smn of $1,250,000 for the construction of the dam on Carson 
River, Nev., approved December 31, 1910, as it is not anticipated that 
the total of these amounts will be expended during 1911. Of this 
amount of $62,244,000 allotted before December 31, 1910, there still 
remains a balance unexpended as shown in the Thirty-fifth Quarterly 
Estimate (January to March 1911). 

The total amount credited to the Reclamation fund for receipts 
from public lands, town sites, and repayment of water right charges 
to June 30, 1910, in round numbers is $66,667,790. Deducting from 
this the amount allotted, $62,244,000, leaves a balance of $4,423,790, 
which is to be allotted from the Reclamation fund for expenditure 
during 1911. 

The accompanying table gives the names of the projects and the 
total allotments to and including those made in August 1909. Op- 
posite these are given the advances made at later dates on account of 
the funds otherwise available for use in 1911. In the next column 
is the total allotments already approved and after this, the suggested 
additional allotments from the Reclamation fund, supplementing 
those already made of the 1911 funds, providing for the expenditure of 
the remaining balance of $4,423,790, 

There is also shown the total proposed expenditures from the 
Reclamation fund as approved by the President covering the years 
1911 to 1914, and also the approved items of expenditure of the 
$20,000,000 loan. 
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In letter of January 17, 1911, from the Department, the course of 
procedure with reference to utilizincc this loan of $20,000,000 is laid 
down. The schedule herewith submitted has been prepared in view 
of these instructions. It is proposed to use the Keclamation fund to 
meet all demands and as soon as funds additional to those in the 
regular Reclamation fund can be used to advantage, suitable notice 
of this fact will be submitted to the Department sufficiently in advance 
so that requests may be made to the Secretary of the Treasury under 
the terms of the act of June 25, 1910. 

Pending the time that such sums shall be actually needed to meet 
payment for work performed under the existing law, the general 
Reclamation fund will be utilized as completely as possible. Early 
statement of f mids deposited by the Land Office will be requested from 
time to time and record kept of the amount of monies taken from the 
Reclamation fund and expended to meet the payments upon projects 
to which allotments have been made from the $20,000,000 loan, so that 
the Department may secure the retmm to the Reclamation fund of 
the amounts so expended on account of the loan.

Sir: With reference to the Carlsbad project, New Mexico, the total 
allotments as revised and approved on August 5, 1909, amounted to 
STOo.OOO. At a later date, namely, on September 14, 1910, an addi- 
tional allotment of $2,000 was made, and on December 17, 1910, $5,000 
additional was approved, making a total of $712,000. 

It appears that, owing to necessity of making immediate repairs 
upon Lake MclMillan, and executing the work along the canal, it will 
be necessary to increase this allotment. In particular, it has been 
found necessary to line portions of the ditches to prevent great losses 
of water by seepage, with consequent injury to the agricultural lands 
and to set a considerable number of lateral headgates for economy and 
eifectiveness in operation. 

In view of this condition, it is respectfully requested that the allot- 
ment be now increased by the addition of $13,000 from funds in the 
Treasury and not yet allotted, making a total of $725,000. There are 
ample funds for this purpose, there being an estimated amount of 
$300,000, allotted under the head of general accounts from the funds 
available for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1911, and in addition 
unallotted and unaudited, approximately $5,000,000, which have accu- 
mulated for the year ending June 30, 1911. 

Assummg that the total allotment authorized is $725,000, the fol- 
lowing will be the statement of account :

Deducting this from the allotment of $725,000, leaves a balance for 
the quarter ending March 31, 1911, of $17,051.43. 

The estimated expenditures for the quarter ending March 31, 1911, 
are $10,300, and the estimated expenditures for the quarter ending 
June 30, 1911, are^ $6,695, utilizing practically the entire allotment. 
The latter items will be covered in the next quarterly estimate now in 
preparation.

Sir : Under date of July 12, 1911, the Supervising Engineer at Boise, 
Idaho, reports that recent investigations in connection with the Mini- 
doka project indicate the necessity for early provision being made 
for drainage work at points where alkali is beginning to make its ap- 
pearance. A program has been adopted and is being followed looking 
to the complete drainage of the project. The appearance of this alkali 
at present emphasizes the necessity for proceeding at a more rapid rate 
than had been planned. 

The money allotted by the Board of Army Engineers will be spent 
by the end of this calendar year at the present rate of progress. To 
accomplish the additional work which is very important will require 
about $120,000 additional. 

It is, therefore, recommended that an additional allotment of $120,- 
000 be approved and that authority be given to immediately increase 
the rate of progress upon the drainage of the irrigable lands upon this 
project.

Sir : By reference to the Thirty-seventh Quarterly Estimate, page 37^ 
it will be noted that the total amount authorized is $725,000, and that 
the estimated expenditures for the current quarter ($8,097) exceeded 
the balance in the allotment of $3,220.28. It is stated in a note that 
authority will be requested for the necessary allotment before the 
present available balance is exhausted. 

A heavy flood has occurred in the vicinity of the Carlsbad project, 
causing damage which is not provided for in the quarterly estimate.

Sir : Under date of July 31, 1911, you approved an additional allot- 
ment of $10,000 to continue the operation and maintenance of the 
Carlsbad project and to make repairs to the dam, spillways and canals, 
which were damaged during a recent flood on that project. This re- 
quest was made upon telegraphic advice from the project received 
immediately after the flood had occurred. 

Under date of August 30, the supervising engineer requested that 
a larger allotment be made since it api>ears upon more complete in- 
spection of the damage that greater expense will be required to re- 
pair the damage than was at first thought. 

The whole subject of allotments is to be considered at a conference 
of engineers to be held at Boise in the near future.. It is planned that 
this will occur at the time when the Secretary can be present to con- 
sider these matters with the engineers. The supervising engineer re- 
quests, however, that $35,000 be made immediately available so that 
the project engineer may be peiTuitted to begin work at once with a 
large force in order to protect the structure and repair the damage so 
that it may be completed in time to store water for the coming season 
and to protect against possible further damage from floods which may 
occur at any moment. 

Authority is therefore requested to allot $35,000 additional for 
this purpose and to authorize the project engineer to begin immediately 
with the work necessary to be done.

Sir : In my letter of December 9, requesting authority for the pur- 
chase of a cableway to be used in making repairs on Lower Yellow- 
stone Dam, a brief explanation was made of existing conditions and of 
the necessity for immediate repairs to that structure. It was also 
stated that an estimate of the cost of these repairs would be submitted 
with recommendations as soon as it could be prepared. 

An estimate has now been received, placing the cost of repair work to 
be done before January 1, 1912, at $35, GOO. This amount is to be 
expended in the purchase and transfer of materials and equipment, 
driving steel sheet piling across the midstream section of the dam im- 
mediately adjacent to the present row of sheet piling at the toe of the 
apron, and in the quarrying and placing of large rock in the eroded 
areas of the apron. As this amount is not available from the present 
allotment to the Lower Yellowstone project, it will be necessary to 
make a special allotment to cover the emergency. 

An additional expenditure of about $50,000 will be required during 
the succeeding 3 months for the completion of the work, provision 
for which will be made in the Thirty-ninth Quarterly Estimate. 

Recommendation 

It is requested that the sum of $35,000 be allotted to the Lower Yel- 
lowstone project from the reclamation fund, and that the amount be 
made immediately available for the purpose of making repairs on the 
Lower Yellowstone Dam.

Sip : Attention is invited to the necessity of official recognition of 
the existence of a working fund or of certain amounts of money used 
or needed for operation and maintenance. In order to explain the 
matter, the following statements are made and upon the basis of these 
certain recommendations submitted. 

Upon the completion of any considerable portion or unit of a recla- 
mation project, or the bringing of it to a point where water can be 
systematically delivered to the settlers, this portion has been operated 
and maintained by utilizing for this purpose funds allotted in con- 
nection with the building of the project. (See sec. 6, act Jime 17, 1902, 
3S Stat. L. 388.) The sums thus used are shown in the “Balance Sheet 
Showing Financial Conditions,” issued each month. 

The theory under which this course was entered upon was originally 
that the cost of operation and maintenance per acre would be esti- 
mated in advance and the settlers called upon to pay this when apply- 
ing for water. These advance payments are intended to cover the cost 
of operation and maintenance, but in many instances water for the 
total acreage has not been applied for promptly and the advance pay- 
ments have not been sufixcient to cover the cost. Under these condi- 
tions, and in accordance with suitable authority granted for the pur- 
pose, a portion of the funds which have been allotted for building pur- 
poses have been temporarily diverted for operation and maintenance 
to supply the deficiency, which has arisen through the slowness of the 
settlers in applying for water and in paying the operation and mainte- 
nance charges. 

In some cases, payment in advance has not been demanded and again 
the conditions have been such that the operation and maintenance cost 
has increased greatly above the payments by the settlers, owing to the 
fact that settlement has been delayed, and water brought to large areas 
not yet utilized. Hundreds of miles of canal must be maintained at 
considerable cost to supply water to a few scattered settlers during the 
years of slow development. It has been assumed that this cost will 
ultimately be repaid when the land is completely cultivated. In the 
meantime, the charges on this account have been allowed to accumu- 
late with a view to gradual reduction during a period of 10 years or 

During this time of the accumulation^ of these early charges, the 
amounts have been borrowed from the sums allotted for building as 
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these were not immediately needed. The time has arriyed, however, 
when the sums allotted for building are all needed for that purpose, 
and it becomes necessary to make a separate division of the sums which 
have been temporarily borrowed. It. therefore, appears desirable to 
recognize definitely wliat may be called a “working fund'’ to be utilized 
for operation and maintenance on the various projects and to be repaid 
on each as circumstances pennit. 

The amounts which have thus been borrowed, as before stated, are 
shown in the monthly sheet which is reproduced by lithography and 
issued under the title of “Balance Sheet Showing Financial Condi- 
tions.” The amounts returned are given in the following table ;

In the report of the Board of Army Engineers of November 28, 
1910, on page 22, is given the sum of $5,600,000, as being for opera- 
tion, maintenance, and contingencies. The records of the Reclama- 
tion Service do not contain a specific authorization for entering upon 
the books this or any other similar fund for the express purpose 
named, excepting as this is involved in innumerable references to the 
matter. It, therefore, appears desirable to formally recognize this 
condition and for systematic accounting to carry on the books of the 
Reclamation Service a working fund, 1911 to 1914, of say $3,500,000, 
out of the $5,600,000 naentioned above, to be apportioned as needed 
among the various projects to cover costs of operating and mainte- 
nance, these sums being expended and reimbursed in part from day 
to day. 

In other words, while the system as here outlined has been recog- 
nized and followed through several years, it has not been given the 
official authorization which is now suggested. 

According to the estimates prepared at the Arrowrock conference, 
Idaho, September 11 to 14, the following sums will be needed in the 
several years named :

The amounts given above are simply approximations indicating that 
a considerable amount of money is needed for this revolving fund. 
The actual amount for any given day or year is ascertainable only by 
checking up numerous statements. On the one hand are the expendi- 
tures which are being charged daily to operation and maintenance 
and on the other, the receipts coming daily into the hands of the fiscal 
agents of the Eeclamation Service, and funds in the progress of settle- 
ment in the Land Office. These items are sufficient to indicate that 
this working fund is large. While ultimately it is intended that all 
of it shall be repaid, it is at a maximum at a time just before payments 
by the settlers are made and after the annual payments are made it 
drops towards the minimum. 

ReGommendation 

In view of the above statements, the following recommendations 
are made : 

1. That oflacial recognition be given to the existence of this “working fund” 
to cover operation and maintenance as described above. 

2. That out of the $5,600,000 mentioned on page 22 of the report transmitted 
to Congress by the President on January 5, 1911, there be set aside and entered 
on the books in the future as necessity arises, certain sums aggregating in 1911 
to 1914 not to exceed $3,600,000.

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S. That the amount of approximately $1,903,000 already expended in operation 
and maintenance (or expendable to December 31, 1911) be considered as a part 
of the worMng fund above noted of $3,600,000. 

4. That the allotments already made for building purposes be relieved to the 
extent noted above, so that the entire amount of the allotments previously made 
for building will be expended as was intended in the actual building and not held 
temporarily or indefinitely from use in building in order to take care of operation 
and maintenance as is now being done. 

5. That in proposing allotments for the years 1912, 1913, and 1914, suitable 
sums be allowed to the working fund approximately as follows :

Sir: With reference to the Carlsbad project. New Mexico, an ex- 
traordinary flood in July 1911 destroyed a part of the spillway of the 
reservoir and injured some of the canal system necessitating immediate 
x^epairs. 

In this connection, attention is called to the fact that this system 
was purchased by order of the Secretary of the Interior at a time 
when it was practically bankrupt and tlxe reservoir, dam, and other 
portions wi'ecked by floods. 

In restoring necessary parts of the system it has been assumed that 
many parts could be used without material expense but from tme to 
time defects in these are discovei'ed or rather the vagaries of climatic 
conditions are showing weak spots. For example, the natural spill- 
way which is covered on top with a firm layer of cemented gravel and 
which might have lasted for decades or centuries, was attacked by^ the 
recent flood, partly torn out, and must be replaced with an artificial 
stiucture. No one would have justified in advance the expense of 
deliberately tearing this out because of justifiable suspicion that it 
might fall, but the forces of nature having done so, it is obviously 
necessary to replace it. 

To meet the present exigencies and to put the system in good shape 
will require additional expenditure above the amount allotted. The 
allotments which have been made are as follows :

The matter of repairs and further expenditures has been referred 
to a board consisting of Supervising Enginener L. C. HUl, Consulting 
Engineer D. C. Henny, Mr. W. M. Keed, and Mr. Teichman. This 
board met at Carlsbad on December 4, 1911, and went over the situation 
on the ground. Briefly stated, the result of the conclusions is that 
there would be needed in addition to the amount already allotted for 
building the smn of $50,000. 
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Attention is called by the Board to the fact that prompt action 
should be taken and the work completed before it is imperiled by 
floods which are liable to occur at iiTegnlar intervals. Another floods 
for example, may easily injure the diversion dam unless the repairs 
now under wav are pushed to early completion.

Sir : In preparing plans for 1912 it has been necessary to make cer- 
tain assumptions as to the amount of money to be allotted to the 
different Eeclamation proj ects. This matter has been canvassed in the 
field with the supervising engineers and taken up in the Washington 
Office, at the end of the season. As a result, the table given herewith 
is presented for approval. 

The distribution of funds is governed first by the amount available 
in the Treasury at present, this being the smn credited to the Eecla- 
mation fund from receipts for the 6scal year ending July 30, 1911. 
In round numbers, this is $1,200,000, the exact total being subject to 
revision by the Treasury Depai'tment. This sum is to be apportioned 
among the projects in accordance with the scheme appro vecl by the 
President, sent to Congress on January 5, 1911, and printed in H. E. 
Doc. No. 1263, Sixty-first Congress, third session. On page 32 of this 
report, it is shown that for building certain projects, 1911-14, a sum 
of $25,351,897, is set aside (called for convenience the Taft fund). 
In addition is a lump sum for operation and maintenance and con- 
tingencies of $5,600,000 (known as the Working fund). In the fol- 
lowing table the items marked “w” aggregating $1,989,000, are those 
which are to be considered as being within this $5,600,000.

Sir : Below is a copy of a telegram just received from the Board 
consisting of A. P. Davis, chief engineer, D. C. Henny, consulting 
engineer, and E. C. Baldwin, in wMch recommendation is made for 
the lining of canals under the Okanogan project : 

In order to prevent excessive losses of water from canals on Okanogan project 
insure water supply for coming season and safety of operating canals we recom- 
mend the immediate lining with concrete of about 10,000 linear feet of canals. 
To this end we recommend the immediate purchase and shipment of 1,000 barrels 
of cement to Brewster via Wenatchee the allotment of $20,000 for the work and 
that authority therefor be wired to sui)ervising engineer. 

The canals on this project are located in rough comitry on side hills 
and much loss due to seepage has occurred. As the water supply at this 
project is limited, it is desirable to conserve it by the lining of the 
canals as recommended in the telegram above quoted. Heretofore there 
has been sufficient water but ‘each year a greater acreage is being 
brought under cultivation and it now becomes necessary to take the 
action above recommended. 


Recommendation 


It is recommended that an additional allotment of $20,000 be author- 
ized for the purchase of cement and the employment of labor and the 
incurring of other expenses necessary to line 10,000 linear feet of 
canals.

Sm: With reference to the Belle Fourche project, South Dakota, 
attention is inrited to the fact that by approval of the President of 
June 5, 1911 (H. E. Doc. 1262, 61st Cong., 3d Sess., p. 131) , the sum of 
8180,000 of the Eeclamation fund has been allotted for expenditure 
on that project during the years 1911 to 1914 inclusive. 

This allotment was based upon the conditions as known about 2 years 
ago. It provided for no unusual conditions, being an exceedingly 
close estimate of the work then known to be needed and was probably 
made without reference to the liabilities which had been incurred, 
but not presented in definite form — such, for example, as freight 
accounts in the process of adjustment. 

However this may be, the allotment has been found to be insufficient 
to cover the conditions which have since developed, notably those aris- 
ing from an extraordinary storm on the night of April 13, 1912, as 
described in the Eeclamation Eecord for May, page 86, copy herewith. 

Under date of April 30, 1912, a board of engineers, convened for 
the purpose, made report upon the injury resulting from this storm, 
and recommended that an additional allotment of $5,000 be made to 
complete the placing of gravel on the downstream slope, and that 
$30,000 be devoted to fastening the concrete blocks together to guard 
against further injury. 

It is desired, in order to cover this and other contingencies, to in- 
crease the allotment of $480,000 as above stated by $50,000, or to a 
total of $530,000. In order to do so, it is necessary to consider as to 
where this $50,000 can be obtained. In studying the allotments made, 
it is to be noted that developments on the Missouri Eiver pumping 
units have not necessitated the use of the allotment made from the 
Eeclamation fund of $270,000 (H. E. 1262, 61st Cong., 3d Sess., p. 114) , 
and it is not expected to expend any of this money in the near future. 
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Recommend atioii 

It is recommended tliat this allotment for the Belle Fourclie project 
be increased bj $50,000 to be transferred from the amount allotted to 
Missouri Eirer pumping plants. 

That authority be obtained from the President to make the proposed 
change.

Sm : With reference to the apportionment of the Eeclamation Fund, 
statement is made in message dated January 5, 1911 (H. E. Doc, 1262,

Sir: My letter of December 22, 1911, made recommendations for 
allotiiients of the Eeclamatioii fund for construction in pursuance of 
the report of the Army Engineers (61st Cong., 3d sess., H. E. Doc. 
1262, p. 22) . These were to cover the expenditures during the calendar 
year 1912. The reconnnendations were approved by the Assistant 
Secretary on December 22, 1911. 

El two other letters, dated December 14 and December 22, 1911, 
approved by the Assistant Secretary December 23, 1911, working funds 
for operation and maintenance were created for those projects requir- 
ing such allotments, this being estimated for in the report above-named, 
page 22, as operation, maintenance, and contingencies, $5,600,000. 

In addition to the funds allotted by these letters, the President by 
his approval dated January 5, 1911, of the report of the Army board 
allotted the $20,000,000 loan for expenditure on certain projects during 
the years 1911, 1912, 1913, and 1914. Thus it results that the loan has 
been entirely allotted for expenditure during the years 1911-14. 

The estimated available moneys from the operations of the Eeclama- 
tion Act, namely the original fund, are apportioned but not yet aUotted 
for expenditures during 1913, necessitating departmental action in 
making these available for immediate use. 

The Reclamation funds have been divided into two parts as above 
noted for the purpose of allotment, viz, {a) for construction purposes 
supplemental to the loan, and (&) for operation, maintenance, and 
contingencies. 

Funds 

There has been credited to the Eeclamation funds since the passage 
of the act as proceeds from the sale of public lands and collections 
of building charges to December 31, 1912, $80,695,000. To this should 
be added the bond loan of $20,000,000, making a total against which to 
make allotments of $100,695,000. 

Allotments Af^roned 

The total amount of approved allotments to date is $95,461,790. 
This includes the bond loan, $20,000,000; Eeclamation fund for con- 
struction, $72,845,790 ; and working fund, $2,616,000. 

Available for Allotment 

Assuming that the loan of $20,000,000 is available when needed there 
remains of funds actually in hand or available at the present time 
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not specifically assigned for use in any definite year the sum of 
$5.:233.210. There has been collected aiicl deposited in the Treasury 
as proceeds from the sale of public lands since July 1, 1912, not jet 
audited an amount which will add approximately S1.980j000 to the 
available funds when audited and credited to the Eeclamation fimdj 
making over $7,000,000. now available for distribution in the form 
of allotments to work which has been authorized by the President 
following the recommendations of the Army Board. 

Needed foe Calendee Yeae 1913 

In letter dated February 13, 1913, you have requested the President’s 
ax)proTal of certain additional allotments which are in the nature of 
amendments to the program of exq>enditure of Eeclamation funds as 
recommended by the Army Board. These are marked by an asterisk 
in the follovung table. In the first column of figures is given the 
amounts which it is recommended be assigned by Departmental ac- 
tion for expendirure in the calendar year 1913 in pursuance of the 
adopted program, and necessary additions to the working fund are 
given in the second column of figures. If the Supreme Court affirms 
the recent decision in the case of Baker v. Swigart the amount in 
column 'No. 2 will require increases amounting in all to appi'oximately 
$560,000 to continue the wmrk during the current year and all ex- 
penditures for this purpose will become a loss to the fund. Eefunds 
of past collections may he necessary unless such collections can be 
applied upon building costs. If these refunds are necessary it will 
involve an expenditure of approximately $ 3 , 0005000 ..

Sm : In the Forty-fifth Quarterly Statement and Estimate the sum 
of $175 was included for the purpose of carrying on stream gagings 
on Oklahoma reconnaissance. Developments since this estimate was 
prepared have made it desirable to make surveys and investigations 
for the construction of a canal near Lawton, Oklahoma, to supply 
water to about 2,500 acres of land in that vicinity, and authority has 
been given, orally, for this work.

My Dear Mr. Secretary : In a recent memorandum and personal 
interview, it was stated to you by the chief engineer that our books 
showed a balance of about $70,000 in the allotment for the Yuma 
project, and on this statement you authorized the expenditure of 
this amount upon extensions of the canal system. 

Authority was given for the expenditure of $70,000 remaining in 
the allotment upon extensions of the canal system, if this could be 
done wisely and economically, and information has been received that 
of the $70,000 shown by our books to be available, about $50,000 has 
already been spent in river- front protection where the river was 
threatening to cut away the levees and inundate the valley. Formal 
requests have been made for authority covering this expenditure and 
these were under examination in the accounting office, but tliis office 
had no knowledge that the money had already been spent. The project 
engineer also advises that the unexpended portion is required as an 
emergency fund to ultimately protect the valley by prompt repairs 
in case of attack by the river. 

Some months ago the project engineer sent in a request for approval 
of expenditure of $250,000 to build the west main extension south 
of Yuma, carrying water to about 10,000 acres of additional land. 
This request was disapproved for lack of funds. In response to the 
recent inquiry whether $70,000 could be expended wisely and eco- 
nomically in bringing under new lands, the project engineer replies 
that $70,000 will build and complete 4.6 miles of main canal and 5 
miles of laterals, covering about 2,000 acres and the work can be 
economically done but the probable increase of crop area and added 
length of canals hardly appears to warrant the expenditure unless 
funds are available to complete as originally recommended. 

On September 30, 1913, there were in round numbers the following 
funds available :

Receipts from public lands not yet audited 1, 855, 000 

Bond issue untouched 20, 000, 000 


Total 23,789,000 

Allotments to existing projects 19,469,000 


Leaving available for allotment 4, 320, 000 
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The expenditure of the above allotment of S19.469*000 and future 
allotments will require at least 2 years, and probably longer, as some 
of the projects on which expenditures are to be made have not been 
put in shape for construction, such as the Sonthside North Platte. 
In 2 vears there will be receipts of several million dollars from the 
sales of public lands and the returns on Reclamation projects. Though 
this amount is very indetinite, it serves as a substantial margin and 
safeguard against*^ exceeding the available funds. It is believed, 
therefore, tlmt the above available balance for allotment might be 
safely allotted without danger of any unforeseen contingencies exceed- 
ing the available money. 

Under date of June 25, the project engineer sent in request for 
allotment of $250,000 for constructing a portion of the West Branch 
canal south of Yuma, and laterals sufficient to bring under irrigation 
about 10,000 acres of land not now reached by the present works. 
This includes as much as it is desired to construct in this part of the 
Talley until more definite plans have been made for controlling the 
Colorado River south of this point. 

Recommendation

On January 1, 1914, tKere were available for immediate expenditure 
from the bond loan and Keclamation fund $20,245,490, cash balances 
in the Treasury or in United States depositaries subject to withdrawal 
by the Reclamation Service. The expected accretions to the fund dur- 
ing the year will bring this amount up to $23,915,490, leaving a balance 
in the fund of less than half a million dollars available at the begin- 
ning of 1915, except for such replenishment as may be derived from 
the sales of public land, repayments, etc., during 1914. The expected 
accretions for 1914 are $2,270,000 from public land sales during 1913 
which have not yet been formally covered into the Reclamation fund 
and $1,400,000 from operation and maintenance payments during the 
year. This last is rather underestimated than overestimated. A 
statement is appended presenting these facts :

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In addition to the above estimated balance available on December 
31, 1914, there will be the amount of all building repayments to the 
Eeclamation fund during 1914; additions to the fund on account of 
public land sales during the same year, and the total of all repayments 
for expenditures made on behalf of the Indian Reclamation Service.

This letter together with 32 othei's constitute a complete digest of 
the proposed expenditures of the Reclamation Service for the calendar 
year 1914 and when approved by you obviates the necessity for 
quarterly estimates such as have heretofore been required by the 
auditor for the Interior Department. An informal understanding has 
been reached with the auditor that with your approval tliis quarterly 
estimate may hereafter be dispensed with, substituting therefor the 
annual estimate embraced herein and included in the accompanying 
letters. 

Recommendation 

In accompanying letters there are given all the details of the pro- 
posed expenditures for the calendar year 1914, as to each of the projects. 
In each of these letters the various features of each project are shown 
together with a statement of the amount proposed to be expended 
thereon, the amount available from existing allotments and the amount 
of the additional allotment required for the calendar year 1914. It is 
recommended : 

1. That you shall approve the general program as outlined herein. 

2. That you shall approve the plans for each of the projects separately. 

3. That you shall instruct the Reclamation Service to proceed with all 
possible celerity to carry out the plans above outlined. 

4. That the making and filing with the Auditor for the Interior De- 
partment of a quarterly estimate he discontinued and an annual estimate 
as embraced herein and in the accompanying thirty-two separate 
estimates be substituted therefor.

Sir: During Mr. Sellew’s visit to Washington it was tentatively 
agreed that a railroad for river front protection should be immediately 
constructed on the levee below Yuma, Ariz., for a distance of about 
20 miles, this road to be later extended to the International Boundary 
and operated by the Govermnent for commercial purposes. 

It was also agreed that $100,000 would be addecl to the present alloU 
ment for river front protection to make the fund sufficiently large to 
cover the cost of the railroad. 

The project manager in letter of April 6 advises that all prelimi- 
nary operations are now well advanced and that purchases have been 
made of track and equipment to the amount of $126,800, wliich de- 
ducted from the total expenditures authorized for river front protec- 
tion during the calendar year 1914, leave approximately $243,000 for 
additional work. He further states that unless something unforeseen 
occurs during the flood months of April, May, June, and July, the 
cost for each side of the river between Laguna Dam and Yuma will 
not exceed $10,000 per month, or a total of $80,000 which, deducted 
from $213,000 above given, leaves about $163,000, showing that in all 
probability the emergency fund of $130,000 may be safely used for 
railroad construction below Yuma. Adding this to the $100,000 which 
was tentatively allotted, increases the amount available for this work 
to $230,000 which it is estimated will be sufficient for this season’s 
operations. 

Recommendation 

It is therefore recommended that the proposed expenditures on the 
Yuma project for the calendar year approved by you under date of 
January 29, 1914, be increased $100,000 and that an allotment of a like 
amount be made from the unallotted funds to provide for this 
construction.

If money for completing tunnel No. 3 is made available this revised 
distribution of the expenditures to features will permit of the comple- 
tion of the main canal from the headworks to the Big Salt Wash, and 
the construction of the laterals by the fall of 1915 which will divert 
from that portion of the main canal will insure the delivery of water 
to about 15,000 acres in the spring of 1916. It is believed that the 
delivery of water as above will serve the interests of the water users 
under the project better than any other expenditure which could be 
made of the allotted funds and the revision of the feature expendi- 
tures is recommended in order that the funds available for the project 
m^ be used to make such delivery possible. 

It is contemplated to contract for 30 miles of earthwork on the main 
canal. This earthwork is logically the next portion of the project 
to be built. The increased expenditures herein recommended for 
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features designated as divisions 2 and 3 of the main canal is neces- 
sary in order to provide an adequate appropriation for the payment 
of the contractors’ earnings and the work incidental thereto. The 
item of $2,000 recommended for drainage is proposed in order that 
funds may be available so that drainage investigations may be started. 

The following changes are recommended in the allotment for this 
project, which brings the building allotment into agreement with the 
total authorized expenditures to December 31, 1914 :

Dear Sir: The supervising engineer of the Southern Division has 
recommended to tliis office that the expenditures authorized to De- 
cember 31, 1914, for the Carlsbad project, New Mexico, be increased 
by $5,000 to provide funds for preliminary investigations to deter- 
mine the feasibility of a Main Canal from a proposed Third Reser- 
voir site to furnish water to lands on the west side of the present 
ISIain Canal and to determine the suitability of the foundation for a 
dam at the proposed Third Reservoir. 

Under date of January 29, 1914, $10,000 was authorized for ex- 
penditure for Pecos River investigations in the Southern Division. 
This work has been practically completed, and there remains a bal- 
ance of $5,000 unexpended, which it is proposed to transfer for the 
investigations of the Third Reservoir. 

Recommendation 


It is therefore recommended that the expenditures authorized to 
December 31, 1914, for the feature preliminary work, Carlsbad proj- 
ect, New Mexico, be increased $5,000 by transferring a like amount 
from the expenditures authorized for Pecos River surveys.

Dear Sir : Confomimg to your policy of pushing to completion as 
rapidly as possible all uncompleted reclamation projects, plans have 
been made by the Eeclamation Service for the expenditure of $10,- 
288,345.80 during the last half of the fiscal year 1915. 

This program includes for each project the amount of money that 
is necessary to carry on the work economically during this period. 
In order to accomplish the work planned, additional allotments are 
requested to the amount of only $1,558,974.65, as disclosed by the state- 
ment No. 1, attached. This statement contains, under appropriate 
headings, the amounts for each separate project : Column 2, the total 
amount that the Commission recommends for expenditure on the 
various projects from January 1 to June 30, 1915. 

Column 3, the balance in present allotments which may be applied 
against such expenditures. 

Column 4, the amount that must be made available for expenditure 
by your approval of the proposed additional allotments from the 
Reclamation fund. 

Column 5, the amount of money that is at present allotted to the 
various projects in excess of the amount required to expend the funds 
recommended in column 2 of statement No. 1. This latter amount 
is to be reverted to the general reclamation fund for reallotment, and 
is so applied in arriving at the net increase in the allotment required 
for all projects to carry on the proposed work to June 30, 1915. 

On January 1, 1915, there were available for immediate expenditure 
from the bond loan and reclamation fund $13,612,581.01. The ex- 
pected accretions to the fund from January 1 to June 30 of this year 
will bring this amount up to $19,151,581.01, and by deducting the reg- 
istered liabilities, which amount to $2,361,780.11, it leaves a balance of 
$16,789,800.90 available for expenditure for the period from January 
1 to June 30, 1915. Deducting the total amount recommended for 
expenditure on all projects from January 1 to June 30, 1915, which is 
$10,288,345-80, it is estimated that it will leave a balance in the fund of 
$6,501,455.10 availale on July 1, 1915. 

The expected accretions for the last half of the fiscal year 1915 are 
$2,478,000 from public land sales during 1914, which have not been 
formally covered into the Reclamation fund, and $1,175,000 during the 
last half of the fiscal year 1915, which will be received by the General 
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Land Office and credited to the Reclamation fund. In addition, it is 
estimated that $1,886,000 will be collected from constniction and other 
repayments. Statement No. 2 is appended pi-esenting these facts. 

In addition to the estimated amount available on June 30, 1916, there 
will be the amoimt of construction and other repayments to the Recla- 
mation fund during the fiscal year 1916. and additions to the funds on 
account of public land sales during the same period. 

Hecommendatiori 

Statement No. 1 gives the amount of the proposed expenditures 
from January 1 to June 30, 1915, on each project, together with the 
amount available from existing allotments, the amount of the addi- 
tional allotments required for the last half of the fiscal year 1915, and 
the amount of funds that are at present allotted in excess of the re- 
quirements to June 30, 1915. It is recommended that you approve 
the general program as outlined herein; authorize the additional allot- 
ment of funds recommended, and the reversion of the allotments where 
it is shown that the amount allotted to date is in excess of the require- 
ments to June 30, 1915.

Subject V Expenditures authorized from January 1 to June 30, 1915. 


1. Under date of February 13, 1915, the Secretary approved the 
expenditure of funds on each of the projects to the amount listed on 
the attached statement, marked “Exhibit A.” 

Column 2 gives the total amount of money the Secretary has ap- 
proved for expenditure on new work from January 1 to June 30, 1915. 

Column 3 gives the amount of funds that were available for the 
liquidation of liabilities on December 31, 1914. 

Colimin 4 ^ives the total expenditure that may be made on each of 
the projects from January 1 to June 30. 1915. 

2. That the project office may have a control similar to that which is 
to be maintained in the Washington office, for all expenditures during 
this period, there is being forwarded to each office, under separate 
cover, a cluplicate of the Washington office allotment and investment 
ledger in which has been entered the total amount of all allotments 
authorized for expenditure to June 30, 1915 ; and all debits thereto, 
together with the net investment of the project, each of which is given 
in a separate column under proper heading. This ledger is designed 
to afford the management of each project information as to the unex- 
pended balance of allotments. 

On June 30 all amounts heretofore allotted or authorized for ex- 
penditure, that remain unexpended, or which are not covered by 
liabilities for work performed, or materials delivered on or before that 
date, will expire by limitation. As of June 30, thei’efore, this ledger 
must be balanced by appropriate entries, writing off such unexpended 
balances and a creclit entry made of the amount of the appropriation 
made by Congress for the fiscal year 1916. It is contemplated on or 
before that date to furnish new ledger pages for the purpose of con- 
trolling the appropriation account. This will control all of the ex- 
penditui'es on a project. With reference to the balance unexpended, 
as shown by this ledger sheet, your attention is called particularly to 
columns 2 and 3 of exhibit A attached. It is to be noted that the 
unexpended balance shown by the ledger on January 1, 1915, includes 
funds for the liquidation of each project’s indebtedness as recorded 
on the general books of the project on December 31, 1914. To deter- 
mine the cash balance unencumbered at any time, it is only necessary 
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to deduct from the balance unexpended, the amount of liabilities shown 
by the general ledger at the end of each month. It must be under- 
stood that the total amount authorized for expenditure, as shown by 
column 4, of exhibit A is to cover all expenditures from January 1 
to June 30, 1915. Attention is again called to the fact that all allot- 
ments of funds made by the Secretary of the Interior expire with June 
30, 1915, excepting so much as may be necessary to discharge liabilities 
for work performed or materials delivered prior to July 1, 1915. It 
is necessary therefore to keej) a very accurate account of such 
liabilities. 

3. Conforming to the Secretary's policy of pushing to completion 
as rapidly as possible all uncompleted reclamation projects, he has 
authorized the expenditure of 810,288,345.80 for work during the last 
half of the fiscal year 1915. The program received approval under 
date of February 13, 1915, and in order to inform your office of those 
expenditures and of additional allotments that have been made avail- 
able for your project, there is attached a copy of our letter, exhibit B, 
to the Secretary, giving the funds to be expended on your project, 
together with the allotments required, and the amounts returned to 
unallotted funds where the allotments were in excess of the require- 
ments. 

4. Column 2 of statement No. 1, of exhibit B, ^ives the maximum 
amoimt that may be expended for work on the dinereiit projects from 
January 1 to June 30, 1915, and corresponds to column 2 of exhibit 
A, attached. 

5. Column 3 gives the balance in the present allotment, which is 
applied against these proposed expenditures. 

6. Column 4 gives the additional allotments approved by the Secre- 
tary to meet the proposed expenditures for this period. 

7. Column 5 gives the amount of the present allotment returned to 
unallotted funds. 

8. Allotment advices will be forwarded to each of the project offices 
at the earliest practicable date, showing the apportionment of the 
allotment to features, which apportionment will be based upon the 
distribution forwarded to this office by the supervising engineers. 
The activities of each project are to be confined to the features for 
which funds have been approved, and no expenditures are to be made 
or liabilities incurred in excess of this amount. 

9. The expenditures are to be limited to the features which will be 
shown on the allotment sheets to be forwarded each office in the im- 
mediate future. No transfers of funds between features will be per- 
mitted, except by specific approval of the Secretary. When it is seen 
that the expenditures for a particular feature will probably exceed 
the authorized expenditures and allotment given to the work, and it 
is possible to transfer funds from one feature to another, a request 
should be forwarded to this office, in duplicate, at least 30 days in 
advance except in emergencies, giving full reasons for change of pro- 
gram and the effect such transfer will have upon the feature from 
which the transfer is made. After approval of the Secretary, one copy 
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of the approved request "will be returned as authority for the transfer, 
together with an appropriate allotment advice, as has been the prac- 
tice in the past. 

10. Plans should be immediately made to proceed vigorously in 
order that the work can be carried through in accordance with the 
program without delay, and in order to secure the greatest possible 
benefit to the water users.

Dear Sir : There is a reported deficit in the allotment for Columbia 
River Power Investigations, amounting to approximately $1,500 after 
all liabilities have been paid and due credit given for collections. 
Included in this deficit are the charges for back salary due to Mr. 
Harza, amounting to $90, and the charges made to this account for 
the investigations recently carried on by Mr. C. G, Smith, examiner of 
accounts, in reference to this appropriation. The State of Oregon 
will probably decline to meet any part of this deficit. 

There is attached hereto copy of report by Mr. Smith on the subject 
of Cooperative Investigations and on the subject of Cost of Oregon 
Cooperative Work, showing that the cost of tliis work to June 30, 
1915, will be approximately $90,000, leaving a balance of the allot- 
ment of $10,000 to be expended during the fiscal year 1916. My inter- 
pretation of the law is that all Secretary’s allotments expire on June 
30, 1915, and that no money will be available for Oregon Cooperative 
Work after that date, Congress having declined to make any appro- 
priation for this purpose. It has been recommended by the super- 
vising engineer that in order to avoid any complications of this kind 
a sufficiently greater amount shall be charged against the United States 
proportion of the allotment than against the State’s proportion for 
work done in 1915, so that the remainder of the cooperative fund may 
be expended by the State in the year 1916. It does not appear to me 
that this recommendation can possibly be complied with, inasmuch as 
the Comptroller has already ruled that the expenses must be borne 
equally at all times by both parties to the cooperative fund. 

Recommendation 


I therefore recommend that the sum of $1,500 be transferred from 
the allotment for Oregon Cooperative Work to the allotment for Co- 
lumbia River Power project in order to clear up this expected deficit.

Sir: Need has developed for an increase of $80,300 in the funds 
authorized for expenditure to June 30, 1915, on the Grand Valley 
project, Coloi*ado. 

The requirement for additional funds to be expended prior to Jime 
30, 1915, on the feature headworks is necessary to hasten to completion 
work which can be advantageously completed and thus stop as soon 
as possible the expense of maintaining a large organization. High 
water and flood conditions have caused a delay in the work and neces- 
sitated performing considerable excavation work in frozen ground 
at an increase in the unit cost. Other items tendhig to increase the 
expenditures for the construction of this feature have been the re- 
drawing of German designs for the roller crests in American dimen- 
sions, completing the assembling and riveting, the roller crests on 
staging because of various delays required that this work be done with 
the roller raised to allow for passage of spring floods ; an extra chain 
shaft and chain required because of delay in shipment of the ones 
ordered from Germany ; extra work on rollers and auxiliary material 
and supplies for installation of rollers and operating machinery. 

There are sufficient fmids allotted to the Boise project, Idaho, in 
excess of their requirements to June 30, 1915, to permit of transferring 
the amoimt required without detriment to the progress or economy of 
the work. 

Recormnendation 

It is therefore recommended that $80,300 be transferred from the 
allotment heretofore authorized for the Boise project to that authorized 
for the Grand Valley project to June 80, 1915.

pupil who is a dependent of any employee of the United States, living 
in or in the immediate vicinity of Boulder City, in the sum of $45 
per semester per pupil in average daily attendance at said schools,, 
payable after the term of instruction in any semester has been com- 
pleted, under regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary, which 
amounts of $775,000 and $900,000 shall be available for personal 
services in the District of Columbia (not to exceed $25,000) and in the

Xo part of any aiipropriatioii contained in this Act 
shall be used to pay the salary or wages of any person who' engages in a 
strike against the Government of the United States or who is a member 
of an organization of Cxovernment employees that asserts tlie right to 
strike against the Government of the United States, or who advocates,

the salary or wages for which are paid from any appropriation con- 
tained in this Act shall be guilty of a felony and, upon conviction, shall 
be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned for not more than one 
year, or both: Provided further^ That the above penalty clause shall 
be in addition to, and not in substitution for, any other provisions 
of existing law.

Admml^t7^ative provisions: Sums appropriated in this Act for the 
Bureau of Beclamation shall be available for all expenditures au- 
thorized by the Act of June IT, 1902, and Acts amendatory thereof 
or supplementary thereto, known as the Reclamation law, and all other 
Acts under which expenditures are authorized, including personal 
services in the District of Columbia; disseminating useful informa- 
tion, photographing and making photographic prints, and completing 
and distributing material, including recordings; examination of esti- 
mates for apiDropriations in the field ; refunds of overcollections and 
de]90sits for other purposes; lithographing; engraving; printing and 
binding; iDurchase of not to exceed one hundred and twenty-five for 
replacement only in fiscal pear 19-19, and hire of passenger motor 
vehicles; hii’e, maintenance and operation of aircraft; services as 
authorized by section 15 of the Act of August 2, 1916 (5 XJ.

For operating and maintaining the Colorado River front worh omd 
levee^ system in Arizona, Nevada, and California,* constructing, im- 

proving, extending, operating, and maintaining protection and drain- 
age works and systems along the Colorado River; controlling said river 
and improving, modifying, straightening, and rectifying the channel 
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thereof ; and conducting investigations and studies in connection there- 
with; as authorized hy Public Law 469, approved June 28, 1946; 
81,050,000, to remain available until expended: Provided^ That not to 
exceed $25,000 of the foregoing appropriation shall be available for 
maintenance work on the temporary weir in the Colorado Eiver below 
the heading of the diversion canal for the Palo Verde Irrigation Dis- 
trict of California.

^ For engineering and economic investigations, as a basis for legisla- 
tion, and for reports thereon, relating to projects for the develop- 
ment and utilization of the water power resources of Alaska, $150,000, 
which shall be available for, but not restricted to, services as authorized 
by section 15 of the Act of August 2, 1946 { 5 U. S. C. 55a) , and rations 
and quarters for field parties wliile away from inliabited communities 
in which such facilities are available.

agencies, as may be required by said Bureau of Eeclamation, such 
transfers to be without charge therefor. 

The War Assets Administration or other Federal agencies having 
ownership or custody thereof or interest therein is hereby directed 
to transfer to the Bureau of Eeclamation, without exchange of funds, 
the following-described lands, improvements, buildings, facilities, and 
interest : 

(a) Government-owned real property, identified by the War 
Assets Administration as Plancor 687, located at Columbus, Still- 
water County, Montana, consisting of approximately one and five- 
tenths acres of land and two garage-shop and warehouse buildings 
located thereon containing approximately thirty-four thousand four 
hundred square feet. 

(b) Government-owned warehouse situated on land owned by the 
Northern Pacific Eailway Company and leased to the Goveimment. 
identified by the War Assets Administration as Plancor 133, located 
at Columbus, Stillwater County, Montana, containing approximately 
eight thousand square feet of floor space. 

The War Assets Administration or other Federal agency having- 
ownership or custody thereof or interest therein is hereby directed to 
transfer to the Bureau of Eeclamation without exchange of funds, the 
following-described lands, together with improvements, buildings, fa- 
cilities, equipment, and interest : 

A parcel of that section of the Grand Island Army Air Field, Grand 
Island, Nebraska, lying west of First Eoad West, formerly known as 
the station hospital area, and described in detail as follows : 

Approximately forty acres of land generally defined as the northeast 
quarter southeast quarter section 34, township 12 north, range 9 west. 
It is the desire to acquire all land abutting against lands presently 
owned by the city of Grand Island and includiim such portions of 
Eoad One West and right-of-way between Chapel ^reet and the point 
one hundred and eighty feet south of the intersection with Second 
Street South, to give continuous ownership in the east and west direc- 
tion as between the United States Government (Bureau of Eeclama- 
tion) and the city of Grand Island. The records show that all of this 
land was acquired from individual owners by the United States of 
America during August and September 1943, and the transfers are 
recorded with the registrar of deeds. Hall County, Nebraska, and the 
following buildings located in the hospital area numbered as follows ;

systems, Air-Temp units, steam boilers, and other appurtenances to 
the above-listed buildings, and all other facilities and equipment inci- 
dent to said hospital area not heretofore disposed of. 

The War Assets Administration is authorized and directed to trans- 
fer to the Bureau of Eeclamation unexpended balances of funds avail- 
able for maintenance and i)rotection of transferred property under the 
Department of the Interior Appropriation Act of 1947 (Public Law 
478, Sevent 3 ^-ninth Congress) to reimburse the Bureau of Eeclama- 
tion for expenditures made for the maintenance and protection of the 
Yuma Armt" Air Base and such transfer shall be made hereafter for 
the maintenance and protection of the Yimia Army Air Base, pending 
its final disposition as contemplated in the Interior Appropriation Act 
of 1948 (Public Law 247, Eightieth Congress, first session). 

The Eeconstruction Finance Corporation is authorized and directed 
to transfer to the Bureau of Eeclamation, without reimbursement or 
transfer of funds, all of its right, title, and interest in and to a certain 
building and improvements under Defense Plant Corporation project, 
Plancor 1437, constructed on the War Eelocation Center at the Heart 
ilouatain Division of the Shoshone project, Wyoming. 

General Provisions — Department of the Interior 

Sec. 2. Appropriations herein made shall be available for the pur- 
chase of vehicles generally known as quarter-ton or half -ton pick-up 
trucks and as station wagons without such vehicles being considered 
as passenger motor vehicles.

considered prima facie evidence that the person making the affidavit 
has not contrary to the provisions of this section engaged in a strike 
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against th.e Government of the United States, is not a member of an 
organization of Government employees that asserts the right to strike 
against the Government of the United States, or that such person 
does not advocate, and is not a member of an organization that ad- 
vocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by 
force or violence : Provided further^ That any person who engages in 
a strike against the Government of the United States or who is a 
member of an organization of Government employees that asserts the 
right to strike against the Government of the United States, or who 
advocates, or who is a member of an organization that advocates, the 
overthrow of the Government of the United States by force or violence, 
and accepts employment the salary or wages for which are paid from 
any appropriation contained in this Act shall be guilty of a felony 
and, upon conviction, shall be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than one year, or both : Provided further. That the above 
penalty clause shall be in addition to, and not in substitution for, any 
other provisions of existing law : Provided further, That in cases of 
emergency, caused by fire, flood, storm, act of God, or sabotage, per- 
sons may be employed for periods of not more than thirty days and 
be paid salaries and wages without the necessity of inquiring into 
their membership in any organization.

Sums totaling $560,197 for construction of the Harre-Slielby trans- 
mission line, Havre substation, Eudyard substation, Shelby substation, 
jVIilk Eiver District, Fort Peck project.

Furthermore, if completion is unduly delayed, this 
division will lose its priority which is endangered by 
downstream development of existing and proposed 
private projects financed with private and Govern- 
ment funds. The unit selected for construction in 
1936 and 1937 is the heavy construction work on the 
canal through Shoshone Canyon. The results will 
be more efficient, economical, and satisfactory if 
construction proceeds by stages. The requirement 
for a completed useful unit should not therefore gov- 
ern the construction of this project. The Govern- 
' ment assumes no hazard, because completion can 
be provided for, if necessary, by regular annual ap- 
propriations from the income to the Reclamation 
Fund.

The cost of this reservoir will be $14,000,000. It can 
be built within the fiscal years 1936 and 1937. There 
are other useful and necessary features of the com- 
pleted scheme which will add to the value of the 
Friant Reservoir, which can be built with $6,000,000, 
and be built in the fiscal years 1936 and 1937. One 
feature is distribution canals from the Friant Reser- 
voir to the lands needing additional water for irriga- 
tion to the north and south of this storage.
